HE IS ELECTED PRESIDENT PRO 
TEM. OF THE SENATE. 

GENE SENATE CHAMBER FILLED WITH PEO- 
PLE TO WITNESS THE EVENT—BOURBON 
OLDSTINACY RESTRAINED AND THB ELEC- 
TION ALLOWED TO PROCEED—THE NEW 
PRESIDENT’S SPEECH OF THANKS. 

Wasuincton, Oct, 18.—When the Senate 
assembled to-day it was apparent from the 
grave demeanor of the Senators on both sides, 
and from the fact that, with two or three ex- 
ceptions, every Senator was in his seat, some- 
thing unusual was expected to take place. The 
report thac the Republicans had determined to 
offer a resolution to declare David Davis, of 
Illinois, President pro tem. was very generally 
circulated last night, and its publication in the 
morning papers resulted in filling the galleries 
nt anearly hour. The floor of the Senate in 
the rear of the Senators’ seats was also well 
filled with members of the House of Represent- 
rtives and other privileged persons, Secre- 
taries Windom, Lincoln, and Kirkwood, At- 
torney-General MacVeagh, and Postmaster- 
General James being among the number, 
During the progress of the first half-hour’s 
proceedings of each day Senators usually circu- 
late about the chamber, enjoying social chats 
or cousulting each other about matters of 
business that are to occupy the attention of 
the Senate. To-day, however, every Senator 
eccupied his seat throughout the proceedings 
and watched every movement with an earnest- 
ness that betrayed the interest felt in the one 
event toward which all were looking. 

The preliminary business having been dis- 
posed of, Mr. Edmunds called up his resolution 
to continue the standing committees, which 
Mr. Gariand proposed to amend by providing 
that only certain committees, which he named, 
should be continued. After Messrs. Edmunds 
end Garland had briefly argued in favor of 
their respective propositions, the roll was 
called on the amendment and it was rejected 
by 35 to 37, Senator Davis, of Illinois, voting 
with the Republicans, ‘he original resolution 
was then adopted by a similar vote. 

As soon as the result was announced Sena- 
tor Logan offered the resolution to elect his 
rolleague President pro tem. Mr. Pendleton 
pbjected to its immediate consideration, and 
under the rules it had to go over for one day. 
Although the Democrats expected the presen- 
tation of this resolution, they could not conceal 
their chagrin when it was introduced, Sena- 
tor Davis had not intimated to any one what 
he would do in case the Republicans presented 

him for President pro tem., and the Democrats 
were hopeful that he would decline to permit 
such use of his name. The presentation of 
the resolution, however, was in itself 
sufficient to dispel hope they might 
have formed regarding the action of Judge 
Davis, as that act clearly indicated that Judge 
Davis did not intend to do anything calculated 
to keep Mr. Bayard in the chair. As Mr. Pen- 
Gleton’s objection was fatal to the present 
consideration of the resolution, the Senate pro- 
ceeded to consider executive business with 
closed doors, The nomination of Hannibal 
Hamlin te be minister to Spain was immedi- 
ately confirmed without reference to a com- 
mittee, but the other nominations made by 
the President were referred to the ap- 
propriate committees, While in execu- 
tive session, the Democratic Sena- 
tors, after conferring among themselves, 
concluded that it would be better to dispose of 
Mr. Logan’s resolution atonce. It was plain 
that Judge Davis would co-operate with the 
Republicans in the choice of a presiding officer, 
and as the power lodged with a majority had 
departed from them there was no reason for 
delaving a result that was inevitable. Mr. 
Pendleton, therefore, was instructed to with- 
traw his objection to the present considera- 
tion of the resolution. 

The executive business having been dis- 
posed of. the doors were opened, Mr. Pendleton 
withdrew his objection, and Mr. Logan there- 
apon asked that the resolution be taken up for 
consid or After a brief speech by Mr. 
Jones, of Florida, against the legality of the 
proposed action, the roll was called and the 
resolution adopted by yeas 36, nays 54. 
Messrs. Dawes and Platt were paired with 
Messrs. Fair aud Johnston, and Messrs. 

3ayard and Davis withheld their votes. 
When the Senate resumed business with 
ppen doors, Mr. Bayard vaceted the 
chair, called Mr. Harris to preside, and 
occupied his regular seat on the floor, When 
his name was called Mr. Bavard said that he 
had never obtained position by his own vote, 
and hedid not wish to retain a position by his 
Dwn vote. He, therefore, would not vote on 
the resolution. The result having been an- 
nounced, Messrs. Anthony and Bayard were 
appointed to escort the Illinois Senator to the 
chair. The selection of these two gentlemen, 
who had been the successful and unsuccessful 
randidates of their respective parties, cnused 
tonsiderable merriment, in which Mr. Bayard 
joined with apparent good humor. In taking 
the chair Senator Davis said: 

SexatTors: The honor just conferred comes, as 
the seat which I now occupy in this body did, 
without any expectation on my part. If it carried 
any party obligations I should be constrained to 
decline this high compliment. I do not accept it 
as a tribute to any personal merit, but rather as a 
recognition of the independent position which I 
bave long occupied in the politics of the country. 
Lam profoundiy grateful for this mark of confi- 
uence, and jit shall be my. endeavor, as it will be 
my duty, to administer the trust with impartiality 
znd with entire fairness. Not having been trained 
in parliamentary practice, I shall beg the indul- 
Kence of tue Senate in this respect, and I hope tor 
A generous co-operation on ail sides. The Senate 
wil! please come to order. 

The allusion of the new presiding officer to 
his independent action in the Senate caused 
bonsiderable amusement on both sides of the 
thember, and they were restrained from 
breaking into laughter by an effort and from 
consideration of the proprieties of the occasion. 
After passing a vote of thanks to Mr. Bayard 
for his courtesy and impartiality in presiding 
for two days, the Senate adjourned.

The French visitors to the Yorktown cen- 
tennial arrived in Washington this afternoon 
at 4 o’clock, and were met at: the depot 
by a committee of citizens, who escorted them 
to the Arlington Hotel, where they will 
remain whilein the city. Arrangements have 
been made for a grand civic and military 


parade to-morrow in honor of the 
foreign guests. They will be escorted 
to the Rotunda of the Capitol to- 
morrow afternoon, where they will bo 


received by the President and the Secretary 
of State. Afterwards they will visit the Senate 
Chamber and will be formally presented to the 
members of that body. At night there will be 
a general street illumination and pyrotechnic 
display. The German visitors will arrive here 
early in the morning, and are expected to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies of the day. 


A question as to the course to be pursued in 
redeeming 3}¢ per cent. bonds under Secre- 
tary Windom’s lest circular arose this morn- 
ing, the point being made that probably more 
than the amount specified by*the Secretary— 
$5,000,000—might be received. It was decided, 
in this event, to make the redemption pro rata 
ina manner similar to that followed in mak- 
ing the weekly purchases in New-York. If 
the amount received for payment does not 
reach $5,000,000 by the hour of closing the de- 
partment on Monday, bonds covering an 
amount sufficient to make up the deficiency 
will be accepted by the Secretary for redemp- 
tion in the order of subsequent receipt. Up to 
the hour of closing the department to-day 
there had been $1,548,400 in 31¢ percent. bonds 
received. <A telegrani was received this after- 
noon announcing that a large shipment of the 
bonds had been made from New-York to-day.

UNTRUE CABINET REPORTS. 

NO DISSENSIONS AMONG PRESIDENT GAR- 
FIELD’S ADVISERS—MR. JAMES’S POSi- 
TION EXPLAINED. 

PHILADELPAIA, Oct. 18.—Mr. Murat Hal- 
stead saidin the Cincinnati Commercial, one 
day last week, that it was “a pretty widely 
open secret that there were dissensions in 
President Garfield’s Cabinet that would cer- 
tainly have prevented its continuance as a 
whole through his Administration.”’ In regard 
to this statement, a gentleman of this city, 
who is personally aware of the facts given 
below, said to-day: ‘* Mr. Halstead has been 
grievously misled into making this statement. 
Tecan sey, and on the very best authority, that 
there were no dissensions whatever in Presi-« 
dent Garfield’s Cabinet; indeed, the good fel- 
lowship and good feeling existing between its 
members were a matter of commen remark, 
and on the morning on which the President 
was shot, and while he and the Secretary of 
State were riding together from the Whita 


House to the railroad station, President Gar- 
field expressed to Mr. Blaine the delight it 
gave him to tind that so many .gentlemen, 
brought together upon such skort notice, and 
without previous intimate personal acquaint- 
ance, had gone on with their work so har- 
moniously, in such perfect aceord wita each 
other and with the Executive. As to whether 
President Garfield’s Cabinet would have con- 
tinued as a whole through his term of office, of 
course no man can teli, but at the time he was 
shot, and up to the day of his death, there had 
been no indications warranting such a state- 
ment as that made by Mr. Halstead. 

‘* Further on in the article from which the 
above quotation is made Mr. Halstead says 
hat ‘it has been the purpose of Mr. James to 
quit his office at the close of the fiscal year, 
June 30, for he has been of the opinion he cou!d 
give his work a finish by that time, and he bas 
a business offer calling for him at that date 
that it would be imprudent to refuse.’ In this 
statement, also, Mr. Halstead has fallen into 
error. It may be stated upon the best author- } 
ity that Postmaster-General James had never 
for one moment contemplated retiring from 
the Cabinet at the close of his first tiscal year. 
Mr. James went into the Cabinet at a very 
great personal sacrifice, animated by a 
desire to give the country as good a postal 
service in every respect as it was possible for 
him to do, qualified as he was by his eight 
years of experience as Postmaster of the City 
of New-York. A number of gentlemen in 
New-York, interested in a hnobbens enterprise 
with which it was desired and proposed to 
connect Mr. James as its head, both before 
and after he was asked to become a member 
of the Cabinet objected to his acceptance of 
a Cabinet position on the ground that it 
would deprive them of his services. After 
some consultation, however, and following the 
offer to Mr. James of the position of Postmas- 
ter-General, the persons interested and Mr. 
James reached an understanding entirely sat- 
isfactory to all concerned, by which it was 
understood that he might remain in the Cab- 
inet until the expiration of President Garfield’s 
term of office and then assume the position in 
the banking company at the head of which it 
was proposed that he should be placed. This 
is authoritative, and it will be seen that there 
is no foundation for Mr. Halstead’s statement. 
It may be further said, in this connection, that 
the rumors which have appeared in one or two 
newspapers that Mr. dames desires to re- 
main in the Cabinet to the close of the star 
route prosecutions are also purely conjecture, 
unwarranted in fact. Mr. James’s resigna- 
tion, in writing, was submitted to President 
Arthur at the same time that the resignations 
of bis associates in the Cabinet were handed in, 
and he probably desires to remain in the Cabi- 
net just so long as the President cares to re- 
tain him, and no longer, whether it be until 
the star route trials are at an end or to any 
other period, either in the near or remote fu- 
ture.”

RESULTS OF THE CONVENTION AT 

ALBANY. 

MR. MANNING NOW THE PRACTICAL ‘‘ BOSS’’ 
—HOW TAMMANY WAS KEPT ENGAGED 
WHILE THE SLATE WAS MADE UP—OR- 
GANIZING THE STATE COMMITTEE—A 
CONGRESSIONAL SOP THROWN TO KELLY. 

AuBAny, Oct. 13.—With great prompt- 
ness the Democratic State Committee appoint- 
ed in the convention yesterday opened’ its 
head-quarters here to-day, in State-street, and 

Mr. Manning, the Chairman, will run the cam- 

paign within a block of his place of business. 

For several successive years the State Commit- 

tee has had its head-quarters in New-York. 

That was pleasing to Gen. Faulkner, but it is 

said that Mr. Manning always regarded it as 

unnecessary and unwise, a waste of money, 
and a cause of much trouble to members of the 
committee. There is‘ general rejoicing here 
among the Democrats because Gen, Faulkner 
was displaced to make room for Mr. Manning, 
who is a self-possessed politician, and the 
acknowledged leader of the Tilden wing. He 


is in danger of gaining the appella- 
tion of ‘Boss’ presently, and whether 
he does or not, he will be the actual 


‘* Boss’’ so long as the stripe of Democrats who 
now control remain in power. The conven- 
tion was run with every appearance of liberty, 
but it was the operation of a well-regulated 
and well-oiled machine. Mr. Manning had to 
put his foot down before the decision was 
reached that Kelly should not come into the 
convention. His judgment dictated that the 


farce of hearing Tammany in the Committee 
on Credentiais should be repeated and pro- 
longed, and his advice was taken and acted 
upon that while the Tammany orators were 
spouting a slate should arranged. 

Very few of the leaders were called in to 
settle upon the candidates. In the consulta- 
tion of managers the contest between Purcell 
and Ruger was first disposed of. The Ruger 
men were anxious to take up the nominations 
in reverse order, nominate the Judge of. the 
Court of Appeais, and then go on in any order 
that might be resolved upon. Weighing the 
chances, it was decided best to adhere to 
custom, and the friends ‘of Augustus 
Schoonmaker rejoiced and were glad 
when Purcell was determined upon for 
Secretary of State. He was really, in 
the estimation of the managers, the only 
strong man in the field, Gen. Hughes, Heze- 
kiah Sturgis, and George M. Beebe being con- 
sidered not entitled to a moments atteution in 
comparison. it was easy to decide against 
William C, Ruger, for the committee, while 
acknowledging his ability as a lawyer and be- 
lieving in his integrity, did not wish to be 
placed on the defensive and compelled to ex- 
plain his position as the successful counsel of 
the canal ring, which Tilden had fought 
with.so much benefit to himself, and which 
Ruger had defended with such disastrous re- 
sults to the State. It was an easy task to 
finish the slate after two men with so many 
partisans as Purcell and Ruger had been dis- 
posed of. It was the wisdom of the Tilden 
school that selected men so little known as 
Lapham and Maxwell for the offices of Control- 
ler and State Treasurer. From a source entire- 
ly trustworthy, THE TimeEs’s correspondent 
ascertains that the gentlemen who selected the 
ticket at the Delevan decided that the contest 
between Catlin and Maxwell should be per- 
mitted to have the appearance of a genuine 
one. It was known that Kings would be solid 
for him, and that bis personal popularity had 
secured him many friends in different dele- 
gations. New-York was to be permitted to 
cast a good vote for him, while the out-of-town 
vote was to swamp him. The trouble of the 
managers was, n0t that the slate was broken 
by Maxwell’s election, but that they had 
underrated Catlin’s popularity, and that Cat- 
lin came so near toa nomination. If he had 
been gelected, Schoonmaker’s nomination 
would have been difficult, if not impossible, 
and the ticket would have been begun and 
ended with candidates of the Kelly or anti- 
Tilcen stripe. 

In the make-up of the new State Committee 
there is no evidence of a desire on the part of 
the victors to divide the spoils with the van- 
guished. All the consideration that Kelly re- 
ceived last year was the naming of five extra 
members at large. Irving Hall, as it is now 
called, had two or three representatives. 
Every member of the present committee is 
a thorough-bred Anti-Tammany man. There 
are 14 new members. John Fox gives 
way to Mayor Grace, who thus _be- 
comes officially named as Kelly’s opponent. 
Sheriff Bowe is succeeded by Patrick Keenan. 
George H. Purser, who was claimed by both 
Irving Hall and the County Democracy, came 
home from Europe to cast his lot with the 
stronger faction; but it was thought best to 
put Edward Cooper on in his place. That 
spirited little politician, Edgar K. Apgar, is 
dropped as the committeeman from the Twen- 
ty-eighth District, and gives way to James C, 
Truman. The report of the meeting last even- 
ing ef the new State Committee published in 
the Argus is a honeyed account of what was 
a keen disappointment to Gen. L. B, Faulkner. 


He wanted to be Chairman again. The com- 
mittee did not want him. Mr. Manning 
was ready to lead in person, and the 


young men on the committee—and several 
young men have been taken into the counsels— 
determined that he should be the head of the 
committes in name as well as infact. A very 
pretty comedy was arranged. Mr. Manning, 
knowing that he was to be Chairman, renom- 
inated Gen. Faulkner and moved his re-elec- 


tion. Mr. W. C. Whitney, one of the men who 
had most positively insisted upon Man- 
ning for Chairman, took ‘great pleas- 


ure,” he said, in secondinge the renomination 
of Gen. Faulkner. The subject had been 
one of frequent conversation’ between Gen. 
Faulkner and himself during the past mortb. 
It was Faulkner’s duty to remain in the posi- 
tion. Oh, excellent fooling! Each speaker 
knew, and every member of the committee 
knew, that Faulkner had been crowded out, 
and his speech of refusal, on account of press- 
ing private business and poor health, was, on 
the whole, very funny. is motion that Mr. 
Manning be the Chairman was seconded by 
Mr. Whitney, and speedily adopted. ‘The va- 
cancies in the committee have been filled as 
follows: Second District—WilliameD. Veeder, 
of Brooklyn; Third District—William Fowler, 
ot Brooklyn; Fourth District—Francis Nolan, 
of Brooklyn. 

The campaign on the part of the Democrats 
is to bea quiet one, somewhat on the “still- 
hunt’”’ order. There will be no attempt to or- 
ganize a band of speakers, but the local work- 
ers will be instructed to keep alive everywhere 
the division in the Republican ranks, and to 
encourage a disposition among dissatisfied Re- 
publicans to set up candidates for the Senate 
and Assembly. The Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee is Mr. Edward Cooper, and it 
is probable that he will have a head-quarters 
in New-York during the campaign. Mr. C. 
Frank Brown, who waschosen Secretary, will 
probably leave the work of his place to be 
done by Mr. D. 8S, Lamont, the clerk, who is 
one of the best informed young politicians in 
the State, haying been intimately acquainted 
with the actual campaign work of the Demo- 
cratic Party since Mr, Tilden’s first campaign. 

The Albany Democrats are confident of suc- 
cess. They say that they will permit no dif- 
ferences outside the City of New-York, and 
that thev expect to find Mr. Kelly so unpopu- 
lar in New-York that he will be practically 
powerless on election day to prevent the 
Democrats from carrying the State ticket. 
The party is very hungry for power, and will 
lose no opportunity to win. The report reaches 
this city, by the way, almost as soon as Mr. 
Kelly has paid his bill and left the Delavan, 
that a plan has been devised for mollifying his 
wounded feelings and at the same time 
of removing him out of the neighborhood 
in which he has doneso much mischief to his 
party. According to this report Mr. Kelly is 
to be nominated for Congress in the Ninth 
District as the successor of Fernando Wood, 
and Mr. John Hardy, who has been a candi- 
date in the district for the last decade, i3 to be 
kept out of the race in order that Kelly’s elec- 
tion may be assured. This programme, it is 
understood, was suggested to Mr. Keliy some 
time ago, and was then rejected by him, but, 
since the turn of affairs has been so disas- 
trous here, it is said that he has reconsidered the 
matter. and is willing to take the crumb of 


comfort thrown down to him by the men who 

have for the second time humiliated him be- 

fore the people of the whole country.

SCHOONMAKER CONGRATULATED. 

Kineston, N. Y., Oct. 18.—Ex-Attorney- 
General Schoonmaker was serenaded by a 
small party of friends, at his residence here, 
to-night, in honor of his nomination by the 
Democrats to the Court of Appeals. A con- 
gratulatory address was read by the Rev. A. J.

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CAUGHT IN A DEATH-TRAP 


MANY VICTIMS OF THE FIRE IN 
PHILADELPHIA. 

SUDDEN FLAMES IN A BUILDING WITHOUT 
FIRE-ESCAPES — TERRIBLE SCENES IN 
THE BURNING BUILDING—TWELVE PER- 
SONS DEAD—EIGHTEEN INJURED AND 
ONE MISSING, 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 13.—The fire at Lan- 
denberger’s mill last night was one of the 
most horrible affairs that ever happened in 
this city. The building was about as com- 
plete a death-trap as could have been devised. 
It stood by itself ona lot near the north-west 
corner of Fifth-street and Columbia-avenue, 
but was connected with a larger building in 
Fitth-street, operated by the same firm, by 
means of a wooden bridge across an alley. 
The property had been burned out twice 
before, and it would be supposed that experi- 
ence would have taught the owner caution, 
but in rebuilding he ran up a plain 
brick affair, four and a halt stories high, with- 
out any fire-escape, and with two narrow 
wooden stairways and a slow-running elevator 
as the only means of communication from 
story tostory. The stairways were so narrow 
that two stout persons could not pass on them, 
and the elevator, as usual, served only as a 
chimney for the smoke and fiames. With 
such an arrangement as this, it is 
not surprising that of the 39 employes 
who were at work on the upper floors when 
the fire broke out, 11 are now known to be 
dead, 19 more or less seriously injured, and 1 
or 2 still missing. 

The only theory of the origin of the fire that 
has been advanced is that it must have been 
caused by some disarrangemen‘ of the wires 
which fed the electric lights in use in the build- 





ing. The lights had been burning badly 
during the evening, and it is thought 
the connection had been broken in 


some way and the current had generated 
sparks which set fire to the loose material 
about the mill. Lut though it is possible that 
the wires might be severed in sucha way as to 
permit sparks to pass between the broken ends, 
such an accident would extinguish the light at 
once, and besides the mill was running on 
woolen goods, which do not take fire readily 
from any cause. Whatever may have been 
the cause, the fire broke out witaout warning 
and with the suddenness of an explosion, The 
foreman, who had gone down into the cellar 
to examine the electric light machine, saw no 
sign of danger as he went down, buton re- 
turning a few minutes later by the elovatcr, 
he found the second floor in flames, and had 
just time to stop the elevator and escape 
through the nearest window. Thomas Dun- 
levy, a weaver, who was working on the fourth 
floor, told a story this morning which 
epitomizes the experience of his 30 or 
more associates on that floor and the one 
above. He was working at his loom when he 
heard a cry, but supposing it to be one work- 
man calling another, he kept on with his work. 
About a minute afterward he heard the cry of 
‘Fire!’ and, looking up, saw the men and 


women in the room start up and run 
about in the wildest confusion. He 
ran to the stairway ana began to 
go down, but was met by such a 


volume of smoke and flame that he was driven 
back. He then hurried to the elevator, but on 
opening the door found that the shaft was a 
roaring furnace. Asa last resort he raised a 
window, intending to jump out, but happening 
to find a bunch of warp lying onthe floor, he 
hed enough presence of mind to tie one end 


of it to a loom, throw the other end out 
of the window and slide down. A work- 
man named Thomas Edwards _ started 


to follow him, but Dunlevy called t8 him to 
wait untilhe (Dunlevy) got down, which he 
did. The improvised rope was about 13 feet 
too short, but Dunlevy dropped from the end of 
it and escaped unhurt. Edwards then started 
down, but by this time the fiames were close 
to the window, and when Edwards was haif- 


way to the ground another man started 
after him and _ their combined weight 
broke the rope. ‘the unknown man 


was killed by the fall, and Edwards was bad- 
ly hurt. Several of those who succeeded in 
reaching the third floor made a dash for the 
bridge connecting with the Fifth-street build- 
ing, but on running across it found that the 
door into the other building was focked. The 
girls’ strength was not sufficient to force it, 
and in their despair a number of them threw 
themselves off the bridge, and received severe 
injuries from the fail. The men succeeded at 
last in kicking the dour open, but too late to 
save many lives. 

Allthis scene of excitement and terror oc- 
curred before the fire engines reached the 
spot, although a policemen who was standing 
near saw the fire break out and promptly sound- 
ed an alarm. The flames raged with such fury, 
and the means of communication were so 
pitifully scanty, that the neighbors whe 
hurried to the mill could render no 
assistance. There was not even time to 
stretch blankets under the windows for 
the frightened work people to jump into. 
One powerfully built man caught three 
people in succession in his arms, and though 
two of them bore him to the ground by the 
force with which they fell, all escaped unin- 
jured. So far as can be ascertained, these 
were the only persons saved in this way, 
though a few, who had wit and coolness 
enough to jump carefully on the Columbia- 
avenue side of the building, alighted on soft 
ground and escaped with only a slight jarring 
orasprain ortwo. When at last the firemen 
arrived, they found little to be done in the 
way of rescue, they picked up the groaning vic- 
tims from the pavement and carried them off 
to their homes or to St. Mary’s Hospital, which 
is near by, and extinguished the dames after 
the upper stories had been burned out. The 
walls still stand, and the first floor is uninjured 
except by water. The insurance of $50,000 
will probably cover the loss. It was feared 
last night that some of the employes were 
burned to death in the mill, and this morning 
this was found to be the case, the bodies of 
John Weeks and Elizabeth Frank being found 
in the ruins, Weeks was from Ulster County, 
N. Y., was married very recently, and 
had only been at work about a week. His 
wife was one of the most frantic witnesses of 
the fire last night, but nobody could tell her 
anything about ber husband until his charred 
body was found this morning. ‘The Corover’s 
list to-day sums up 12 dead, of whom 5 are at 
the Morgue, 5 at St. Mary’s Hospital, and 2 
at their homes. Some of the dead are unrec- 
ognizable. The lists of the dead and ea 
as far as the names are known, are as follows: 

Deap.—Annie Brady, 21 years old, who broke 
her back by falling on the iron railing of the office 
steps; Mary Materson, 15 years old, burned to 
death; Elizabeth Frank, 16 years old, burned to 
death; John Weeks, burned to death, and Henry 
Maurman, 31 years old, killed by falling; George 
W. Dougherty. Besides these, Annie Straub, 16 
years of age, is missing, and is supposed to have 
perished.

The board has 
never done anything in the matter, and 
owners of mills and similar buildings have 
very po neglected to comply with the 
law of their own acccrd.

NO QUARTERS FOR THE FRENCH GUESTS— 
THE EXPECTED MILITARY VISITORS. 

Yorxtown, V2., Oct. 18.—The affairs of 
the centennial celebration to-day are even less 
prosperous than yesterday. It is now certain 
that there will be no opening until Saturday, 
when the speeches by Prof. Charlier and Mr. 
Coudert, of New-York, are expected, The 
Hon. Carl Schurz is not likely to come, owing 
to pressure of other engagements. While 
the delay was foreseen, it was not sup- 
posed that the association would blunder as 
it has done about the quarters for the 
French guests. The Moore House, outside 
the old lines of Yorktown, where the capitu- 
lation was signed, has been renovated and 
partially rebuilt to louk like a comfortable 
villa farm-house, but the rooms are not half 
enough for the French party, and the house 
is not yet furnished. Should it be ready by 
Monday only a portion of the party could 
occupy it. The Nelson Houseis the largest 
building here, and might still be arranged 


for the visitors if the association were prompt 
and energetic. As it stands, the ceremonies 
may lack the chief attraction—the presence of 
the descendants of the French leaders, for 
they will not be willing to be packed away 
like herrings, however associated with the 
deeds of their ancestors. Barns and old build- 
ings have been arranged with bunks like em- 
igrant ships, or their floors covered with mat- 
tresses, in anticipation of the crowd. A large 
barge is moored near the docks, with the 
upper deck crowded with cots and two lower 
decks arranged as a restaurant. To all appear- 
ances the only comfortable people next week 
not exclusive of the distinguished invited 
guests, will be the military in camp. 

There have been few arrivals to-day. Such 
as came include further drafts of United States 
artillery and an advance guard of South Caro- 
lina Militia. The main body of the latter, 
about 500 strong, will be commanded by Gen. 
Hugh C. Thompson. The Virginia Militia will 
rouster over 2,000, and be under Gen. Fitz Lee. 
itis highly probable that Gen. Joe Johnston 
will be among the visitors from his own State. 
The Michigan Legislature, as well as the Gov- 
making a 
party of about 400, in addition to the 
700 troops, commanded by Col. J. C. Smith. 
Gov. Havgood, of South Carolina, and 
20 members of the Legislature are also ex- 
pected. The Ninth Massachusetts Regiment, 
chiefly composed of Irishmen, has already a 
squad of menin camp. The Governor is ex- 
pected to arrive on Tuesday with the Boston 
Cadets, a crack corps; Col. Strachan will be 
incommand. The Thirteenth New-York has 
also representatives here, and the Fifth Marvy- 
land has almost all its tents up and ready for 
occupation. The Pennsylvania Militia will 
come direct by water, but most other Militia 
wili go to Richmond, in order to be received 
in that city by the Virginia troops. This 
will make necessary their arrival here 
by way of West Point by rail and steamer. 
The United States Signal Corps has connected 
the camps near the Moore House with the 
landing by field telegraph. There is a lower 
landing-place, for. smaller craft, opposite tho 
Moore House. Several small boats have ar- 
rived to ply between this point and Norfolk. 

The men-of-war here are the Tennessee, ilag- 
ship Constellation, Yantic, Vandalia, Saratoga, 
and Portsmouth. The inmates of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Hampton are in camp south of the 
Moore House, and the head-quarters are ready 
for Gen. Hancock, the commanding General. 
The artillery consists of batteries C, =, F, and 
L, of the First United States Artillery, Major 
R. L. Frank; Batteries T and L, of the Second 
Artillery, and C and I, of the Fifth, Major R 
H. Jackson; Batteries D,G,I, K, and M, of 
the Third Artillery, Lieut.-Col. G. A. Derus- 
sy; Light Battery A, of the Second, Capt. A. 
C. M. Pennington; C, of the Third, 
Capt. Williem Sinclair; K, of the First, 
Lieut. Allyn Capron. The last will 
be mounted as cavalry. The infantry 
consists of one battalion, formed of 
Batteries A, D, F, and H, under Capt. R. H. 
Hall. Major Asa Bird Gardner is on the 
general staff. Visitors should apply to Major 
H. C. Corbin, Assistant Adjutant-General, 
who is on the attached staff. The total of all 
troops at the ceremonies will bein the neigh- 
borhood of 20,000. The Temple Farm isa 
good place for evolutions, if not too much in- 
vaded by buildings, barracks, and camps. 
The diorama building is having its roof fin- 
ished. ‘The weather is very hot and dry, but 
clear and healthy. Nocases of sickness have 
been reported. Save for the delays on the rail- 
ways and here on the part of the association, 
everything looks: favorable to a highly suc- 
cessful celebration.

LAIR LETTERS. 
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AN ALLEGED CONFESSION THAT THEY WERB 
FORGED — A COUNTER-STATEMENT IN

Par- 
nell met him pleasantly, and asked, “ Do you 
intend to arrest me?” ‘“ Yes,’”’ replied Mal- 
lon, handing him the warrant, which wag 
signed by Mr. Forster, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, who had arrived at § o’clock by tha 
morning mail. The warrant charges Parneil 
with inciting people to intimidate others from 
paying their just rent, and with intimidating 
tenants from taking the benefit of the Land act. 
Parnell glanced, over the warrant and said, 
‘All right.”” He puton his hat and waiked 
down stairs with the two policemen. A cab 
was waiting at the door, andthe three men 
entered it at exactly 9:30. ‘*Kilmainham 
Prison,’’ cried Mallon to the driver, and they 
drove off. Beside the cab were four other po- 
licemen in citizens’ clethesin another carriage, 
On arriving at Kilmainham Mr. Parnell was 
assigned toacell. There was no demonstra- 
tion, as no one knew about the arrest except 
the persons concerned. Morrison’s Hotel had 
been carefully watched from the time Mr. Par- 
nell entered it last evening. Mr. Farnell was 
warmly welcomed by the “‘suspects” in Kil- 
mainham Jail. 

The news that Mr. Parnell had heen ar- 
rested soon leaked out, and spread like wild: 
fire through the city and country. The tele 
graph offices were besieged. Many persons 
seemed giad and relieved, and others. wer¢ 
angry and excited. The authorities are tak: 
ing every precaution against disturbance, 
The Police and military in ail the garrison 
are waiting under arms, ready for any emer: 
gency. No soldiers are allowed on the streets, 
A grand military review and sham battle 
which was to have taken place at Phenix Park 
this morning was stopped. 

The arrest of Parnell was not unexpected by 
those best acquainted with the feelings of the 
Irish Government. Mr. Forster said to an ac- 
quaintance at a recent public dinner that Par- 
nell would be kicking his heels in Kilmainham 
in afew weeksif he continued his present 
course. There has been notime inthe pasi 
year that Mr. Forster would not have been 
glad to arrest ail the League leaders 
and declare the organization illegal, but 
he was not allowed to do so. /Yarnell’g 
arrest has been in contemplation ever 
since the convention, but it was not until hig 
more recent irritating utterances that Mr. 
Gladstone and the other members were won 
over. Mr. Gladstone’s speech at Leeds was in- 
tended as a stern warning, but Parnell’s an 
swer left no Alternative, and Mr. Gladstone 
has now given his reply to it. Further de- 
cisive action and more arrests are expected at 
once. The Moderate Liberals and Conserva- 
tives approve the arrest. It is believed that 
Mr. Parnell’s speech at Wexford last Sunday 
furnished the Government’s technical justifica- 
tion for his arrest. y ash 

Ata meeting of the Land Lesgue Executive 
Mr. Dillon said this was the most trying and 
critical moment that had occurred in their his- 
tory during the past century. He said the 
statement that Mr. Parnell had intimidated 
the people was false. He (Mr. Dillon) defied 
anybody to point toasingle speech by Mr. 

His arrest 
was due to private malice. It was the duty of 
the nation to deal with the matter coolly and 
with judgment, and to maintain the struggle’ 
within the law.

“TI consider the arrest of Parnell most 
arbitrary and unjustifiable,’’ said Dr. William 
B. Wallace, President of the Irish National 
Land League of New-York, to a reporter of 
Tur Towes, yesterday.

A SHARP CONTEST. IN WHICH 
GOULD IS BEATEN. 
EFFORT TOGAIN CONTROL OF THE GHIO 
AND MISSISSIPPI DEFEATED BY THE GAR- 
RETT INTEREST—A NEW TELEGRAPHIC 
STRUGGLE THE PROBABLE RESULT. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 18.—Star chamber courts 
don’t work in Ohio. The tactics by which Gould 
and Fisk, years ago, secured control of the Erie 
were revived in Cincinnati last night, but the 
morning doomed them to defeat, Judge Harmon 
proving himself anything but a Barnard. It wasa 
desperate move of Gould’s to compel the courts 
to aid him in securing the Ohio and Mississippi 
Ratlroad and set a precedent which would permit 
him, or any other daring speculator, to demoralize 
and overturn any Board of Directors inthe land. 
Gould's scheme was to yote in his own interest 
about 7,000 shares of stock, which he had bor- 
rowed for the occasion, but for which Garrett held 
proxiesin the names of the owners as registered 
upon the registry books. No evidence was brought 
to prove that the ownership of these shares was 
other than appeared upon the books. Gould’s 
attorney insisted that he was now the 
owner, but to this claim the lie al- 
most direct was given by the Baltimore 
and Ohio’s counsel. To Gould’s demand that 
the stock should be yoted in his interest and the 
registry:books'wholly ignored, the court promul- 
gated a most positive denial, the decision giving 
Garrett the power to vote the shares according to 
the proxies he possessed. The next demand of 
Gould was that the holders of bonds should not 
participate in the election, despite the fact that 
the by-laws of the Ohio and Mississippi Company 
explicitly provide that they shall. This point was 
as emphatically demolished as the other, the court 
ruling that the bondholders should vote under the 
fame provisions as had hitherto governed the 
elections.

AN EVENTFUL YAOCH1-RACE. 


——— 
TWO OF THE BOATS SAIL OVER THE COURSE 


IN A DISABLED CONDITION. 

The first of three test races between the first 
class sloops of the New-York Yacht Club, the ob- 
ject of which isto determine the fastest, so that 
she maybe matched against the new Canadian 
sloop Atalanta, in case that boat ever reaches this 
City, was sailed yesterday over the club course, 
which is from Stapleton, Staten Island, around 
buoys Nos. 10 and 8, to the Sandy Hook Light- 
ship, and back to buoy No. 15 on the 
west bank. The participating yachts were the 
Gracie, Mischief, Hildegarde, and Pocahontas. 


The Pocahontas is the new sloop built jointly by 
Commodore Waller, Vice-Commodore Smith, and 
Mr. Herman Oelrichs, with a view to beating any 
sloop afloat. As the Gracie enjoys the reputation 
of being the fastest sloop now in existence, the 
chief interest in yesterday’s raco centred on the 
trial of speed between herself and the Pocahontas, 
The Gracie is somewhat the larger boat of the two, 
and under the club rules is compelled to allow the 
Pocahontas 88 seconds, but the latter carries rather 
more canvas. The other boats are much smaller, 
and an idea of the difference may be had from the 
fact that the Gracie allows the Mischief 4 minutes 
56 seconds and the Hildegarde 7 minutes 55 seconds. 

The start was made at 10:52 o’clock. There was 
very little surface breeze blowing at the time, but 
@ west-north-west wind was sweeping in pretty 
stiff puffs over the tops of the Staten Island hills. 
The tide was a strong flood. The Hildegarde, 
which was the leading boat, crossed the line at 
10:52:55, the Pocahontas followed at 10:53:33, the 
Gracie at 10:53:40,and the Mischief, which was 
some distance behind, at 10:55:08. All the boats 
had huge club and jib topsails set, owing to the pe- 
culiarity of the wind just noted; the boats being 
close in under the Staten Island shore, the chief 
strain was on their topmasts. The Gracie and the 
Pocabontas were very close together, but 
the former was to the windward and evi- 
dently outstripping the latter. Hardly a 
minute had elapsed, however, after crossing the 
line when a heavy flaw struck the Gracie’s immense 
elub topsail, careened her suddenly, and then 
snapped the topmast with a report like a shot-gun. 
Down went the jib topsail and stay almost upon 
the deck of the Pocahontas. Fortunately, nobody 
on either boat was hurt. Allhands on the Gracie 
were set at work ina twinkling totake in the falien 
sails and rigging. The Pocahontas forged at once 
ahead, but she had not sailed 40 yards when, with 
another startling report, her topmast broke off 
even with the masthead, sending the jib topsail 
into the water and hurling one side of the heavy 
iron stretcher with great force to the deck.

Asamatter of fact the 
two boats came about together, but the Hildegarde 
was slightly in advance. Meanwhile the other two 
boats, after being becalmed for some time in the 
Narrows, had worked their way into the Lower 
Bay, and were making good time under short- 
ened sail. The Gracie was some distance ahead of 
the Pocahontas when Fort Wadsworth was passed, 
but the latter, as soon as she felt the breeze, began 
to close up the gap and in a little while showed the 
Gracie her heels. The Gracie, however, was not 
without resources. A stump of her topmast was 
left standing, and to this aspar was lashed, so as 
toformatemporary topmast on which the work- 
ing topsail could be carried.

A TRAVELER'S EXPERIENCE 


ERNST VON H#HSSE-WARTEGG’S 
VISIT TO TUNIS. 

HIS RECEPTION BY THE BEY—THE PALACES 
AND PEOPLE OF. TUNIS—HABITS AND 
CUSTOMS OF THE COUNTRY—THE GREAT 
INFLUENCE OF FRANCE IN NORTHERN 
AFRICA, 


Mr. Ernst von Hesse-Wartegg, the distin- 
guished traveler, was visited Wednesday night by a 
Tres reporter, who founda him surrounded by 
papers, Oriental curjosities, and several hundred 
photographs of scenes in Tunis, Egypt, and Syria. 


He showed the reporter a large photograph of the _ 


Bey of Tunis, Mohammed Es’ Sadok Pasha, with his 
autograph. When Mr. von Wartegg visited Tunis 
he was introduced to the Bey by the Austrian Con- 
sul-General. On entering the Bardo Palace they 
found the Bey sitting in an arm-chair on a raised 
dais. He rose and advanced three steps to 
meet them, shook their hands, and invited 
them to seats. The visitors were treated 
to long-stemmed cherry pipes, the mouth- 
pieces” being ornamented with diamonds. 
In presenting Mr. Wartegg with his photograph 
the Bey wrote his autograph, and remarked that it 
was the first time he had done so for a European, 
his usual custom being to have his seal attached. 
Mr. von Wartegg asked for permission to visit 
Kairwan, the holy city of Mohammedan North 


Africa, and the Bey granted the request on con- ; 


dition that the traveler should go there disguised as 
@ Mehammedan Turkish physician. In giving 
an account of his travels, Mr. Wartegg said that 
he and the other members of the Scientific Expedi- 
tion to Tunis, Barons Britowritz and Stitenkrohn, 
landed in Goletta, which is the harbor of Tunis. 
Goletta stands on the hills of ancient Carthage, 
but hardly any vestige of that city is to be seen to- 
day.

day. The; Mamelukes in Tunis are the 
white slaves and adventurers, and their Ce- 
scendants who have been brought from Northern 
Syria, Albania, and Circassia, but to a great ex- 
tent from Northern Syria.

They are ambitious, 
intriguing, selfish, and aggressive, and the greed 
and rapacity of the officials and the gen- 
eral immoral tendency of Mohammedanism are 
the causes of the degeneracy of the once fertile 
and flourishing old Roman colonies. The Borbers,

The harem palace of the Bey is a large and luxu- 
rious edifice, built on the ruins of the former war 
harbor of Carthage. ‘The harbor itself has been 
changed into a beautiful lake bordered with 
orange and other tropical trees. This palace 
is visited every day by the Bey, who goes 
there to say his prayers. jie is driven 
in a splendid carriage drawn by mules and 
attended by a retinue of servants, all mounted on 
mules. Strange to say, the Bey has only one wife, 
whom he rarely or never visits. On Saturdays the 
Bey gives public audiences, in which he acts in the 
capacity of Chief-Justice. Mr. von Wartegg at- 
tended several of these sessions. ‘The bastinado is 
still used, and native Mohammedans are hanged 
for capital offenses. Turks used to have the 
privilege of being decapitated and Jews used 
to be drowned, but now they enjoy the same priv 
fleges as do their Mohammedan fellow-countrymen 
—that is, to be hanged when sentenced to death. 
There is asuperstitiop in Tunis thatno Bey may 
live in a palace in which a predecessor of his died. 
Such a palace must be abandoned or pulled down. 
There aro some 23 palaces now in Tunis that were 
built within a century and are now inruins, ‘he most 
striking example of this vandalism are the ruins of 
Mohammedia Palace, built by Ahmed Bey in the 
fifth deeade of this century, and which had cost 
20,000,000 piastres. Six months after his death 
every carpet, every piece of furniture, every 
déor and window had been taken away by 
the thievish population. The sight of these 
splendid ruins made on the traveler a greater im- 
pression than did the ruins of Balbee, showing the 
vandalism and inability of culture of Mohamme- 
danism. Several of the pelaces have been presented 
tothe foreign Consuls, and are used by them as 
residences. The Bey has only one furnished palace, 
and should he desire to move into another custom

THE DIPHTHERIA PLANT. 


PROF. WOOD EXPLAINS HOW THE DISEASE 15 


PROPAGATED. 
From the Philadelphia Times, Oct. 12. 

Some light was thrown on the origin of diph- 
theria last night in a lecture before the Academy 
of Natural Sciences by Prof. Horatio C. Wood, who 
gave the result of his researches in connection 
with Dr. Henry F. Formad, involving the important 
discovery that this fatal and insidious disease is 
propagated by a microscopic plant or fungi, exist- 
ing in all human beings, espesially in the mouth 
and throat, but lacking the power of reproduction 
until given increased vitality by those disordered 
conditions of the mucous membrane which attend 


sore throat when caused by cold. The investiga- 
tions were made at the Instance of the Na- 
tional Board of Health, and extended, not 
only to the phenomena attending the oral- 
nary endemic diphtheria existing in  Phila- 
delphia, but to the more violent form oc- 
curring from time to time in different places. Dr. 
Formad visited an infected town on Lake Michi- 
gan, where one-third of all the children in a marshy 
district died of the epidemic, and brought back 
with him specimens of the diphtheric virus, sever- 
al of the false membranes which are inyariably 
formed inthe throats of afflicted persons, and por- 
tions of their viscera. In all blood, said the Profes- 
sor, there are two kinds of corpuscles, the red or

Wood’s investigations show that the false mem- 
brane, supposed to invariably indicate the presence 
of diphtheria, may be caused by ammonia, Span- 
isk fly, or any other irritating influence in the 
throat, so that its presence is not infallible as ia- 
dicating the existence of this disease. Butin any 
case the false membrane is built up by this parasiti- 
cal plant, which grows and multiplies upon its in- 
flamed surreundings, whatever may be its cause. 
Itis when the plants grow strong enough to ex- 
tend to the blood, either poisoning it themselves 
or carrying the poison with them, that diphtheria 
sets in. This little plant is exactly the same as 
found upon @ coated tongue. When Prof. Wood 
put plants such as are found upon a healthy 
tongue in sterilized matter they failed to grow. On 
the contrary, plants from the throat or blood of a 
person affected with diphtheria multiplied rapidly. 
The practical result of the investigation pointed 
out was the possibility that diphtheria, if existing 
theories hold good, may be prevented by arti- 
ficial vaccination, In the case of splenic fever 
eaught from animals, which bas been proved to or- 
iginate inasomewhat similar plant, Pasteur has 
found that the plant, when e&posed a sufticient 
time to the air, by theaction of oxygen loses its 
poisonous character, and when then introduced 
into the system makes the animal sick, but is no 
longer fatal. Tne deduction is that this diphtherio 
plant, scientifically known as ‘“ micrococi,’? may 
in time be cultivated so that when inoculated 
with it the system will be no longer subject to the 
disease inits fatal form.

CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 
A FAMILY POISONED BY A SERVANT—OTHER 
OFFENSES REPORTED YESTERDAY. 

Sr. Lovurs, Oct. 18.—A special dispatch from 
Hannibal, Mo., says: *‘ While the family of Hiram 
Westfall were seated at breakfast yesterday morn- 
ing they were suddenly attacked with sickness 
and commenced vomiting. Tho persons at the 
table were Mr. Westfall, his wife, a young lady, 
anda hiredman. Theirsymptoms beeame more 
violent and death seemed certain, when Mr. West- 
fall, whose attack seemed the lightest, mounted his 
horse and summoned physicians, who immediately 
suspected the cause to be the eating of poisonous 
food. Mrs. Westfall died last night, and the hired 
man is not expected to live. A dish of oat-meal, 
which had been prepared by a colored servant, 
with whom there had previously been trouble, is 
thought to have been poisoned with arsenic. The 
servant left the house, but has since been arrested. 
She tells contradictory stories, and the evidence 


points to her guilt. The Westfalls aro highly re- 
spected people.” 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 13.—John Arnold was shot 
dead by Basil McLane on Tuesday, near Camp- 
bellsburg, Ind. Arnold was working on his farm 
atthe time McLane, who is an old man, fied to 
Hitchcock Station, and when the Sheriff and posse 
came to arrest him fired on the Sheriff. The posse 
returned the fire, killing MeLane.

AN ACCUSED TELLER’S STORY. 
THE EXPLANATION GEORGE W. HUNT GIVES 
TO HIS FRIENDS. 

GreenwicuH, Conn., Oct. 13.—Friends of 
George W. Hunt, the Paying Teller of the Import 
ers and Traders’ Bank, of New-York, who is 
charged with embezzling $16,000 of the bank’s 
funds, have recently visited him, and he hag 
made a statement to them which throws some 
light upon the case. It has been a matter of 
great surprise to all his friends here that such a 
charge should have been made against him, and no 
one could be found that would believe that be had 
stolen a cent from the bank; but, on the contrary, 
there are many who are able to relate instances 
where he has shown himself to be a man of the 
strictest honesty. Mr. Hunt tells his close friends 
that he has not taken a dollar from the 
bank, and says he thinks he can show tbat 
he has not. He believes that his trouble comeg 
from the way in which the shortage accounts are 
kept atthe bank. It seems that the bank, in order 
toinduce their employes to be accurate fn thelr 
work, has given them presents when the books 
have shown that few mistakes have been made, 
and in this way the: employes have been able tc 
have their salaries added to very much at times. 
Itis a well-known fact that in every large bank 


where much money is handled mora is paid out or 
received than the books account for, and this is 
charged to shortage or longage, as the case may 
be. Mr. Hunt saya that in order to make it appear 
that few such mistakes were made, so that the in- 


ducement offered by the bank could ke secured, 


the sho: @ was charged much less on the books 
than should have been. Mr. Hunt is known to 
have received a present from the bank of $1,000 at 
one time, for having made few such mistakes. He 
nas frequently paid out a half-million of dollars in 
a day, andis said to have been the fastest Paying 
Tellerin New-York, being able to pay out money 
as fast as four men could conntit. There were 
two assistants, and money was paid out by Mr. 
Hunt that was counted by others than himself, and 
he thinks that there may have been shortage in 
these amounts, for which, of course, he is ra 
sponsible. 

Mr. Hunt tells his friends that he thinks there ara 
persons who know the way business was done at 
the bank who were desirous of securing his place, 
and they have been having this matter pushed 
against him. It was known, he says, by the bank 
that this shortage existed the ist of last April, and 
it waa charged to him then and has been ever siace. 
He says that he was short $43,000 once, and it took 
him two days to find it, and that this present short- 
age is probably the accumulation of small short- 
ages for many years which were not charged on 
the books. Mr. Hunt had unlimited credit in New- 
York, and could borrow $20,000 at a time from the 
Cashiers of other banks onasimpie1OU. Taking 
all the facts into consideration, Mr. Hunt’s friends 
think that he can clear himself without any doubt, 
but they feel much incensed against the bank. 
Mr. Hunt is apoor man and has the entire sympa- 
thy of the town, and if he were in the State he 
would have no difficulty in securing bonds, even if 
it was known that he was guilty, so warm are the 
oe which he has here. There are many whe 
express themselves very forcibly about the matter, 
and say that aftera service of 25 yearsina bank 
where he has handled millions of dollars it does 
not look reasonable to suppose that he would be 
guilty of stealing an amount so comparatively 
small as $16,000.

JOE COBURN’S TRANSFER.

THE EX-KING OF THE PRIZE RING SENY 


FROM AUBURN TO SING 8ING. 
From the Auburn Advertiser. Oct. 11. 

By order of the Hon. L. D. Pilsbury, Super- 
intendent of State Prisons, Joe Coburn and three 
other convicts were transferred from Auburn 
Prison to Sing Sing to-day. The three other meu 
were Oscar Peterson, John Conners, and Durkin. 
The convicts were under charge of Principal 
Keeper Boyle.and Keeper Withenhall, and ieft 
this city on the 11:02 train. A large crowd congre 
gated at the depot to see the four prisoners across 
the street from the prison gate, though no notice 
had been given of thechange. The prisoners were 
handcuffed in pairs, and were shackled after enter 


ing the cars. The unexpired sentences of all four 


are short, Coburn having less than two years to 
serve, Peterson about that time, and the other two 
about one year each. Although no reason is assigned 
for making this change, it may possibly be that, 
as far as Coburn is concerned, it fs on account of 
the articles which have regularly appeared in the 
New-York papers concerning the favoritism shown 
him. The Superintendent may or may not have 
been annoyed by these stories, and this may or 
may not have influenced him in making the 
ehange. Warden Jones was interviewed to-day’, 
but had nothing to say in the matter. He had 
heard one of the men ask to be transferred to 
Sing Sing, so that he might be able to see his 
mother, who was unable to come as far as Auburn, 
but knew no reason why the others were trans- 
ferred. Superintendent Pilsbury had ordered the 
transfer, and it had been made. In some further 
conversation, our reporter was informed that 
all the stories concerning favoritism toward 
Coburn were false. He held the position of 
Principal Keeper’s waiter, but work on a contract 
was far preferable. The yarns which had been 
spun about about Coburn’s earrying a better watch 
than the Warden, jingling gold in his pockets, &c., 
were without verification. Coburn had nerer 
broken arule while in prison, and had given satisfac- 
tion’ wherever he had been placed, except to a few. 
Among this latter class were the “sewey gang,” 
who made a brilliant attempt at an @3cape on the 
Sist of July, 1881. Concerning the Bewer gang2 
few questions were asked. It has commonly been 
reported that Coburn was the one who gave the 
seven men away. It wasnotso. The man was an- 
other. Finding that their plans were known, the 
plotters offered to cremate him in an annealing 
fernace, but he escaped them. On the day 
when they entered the sewer he ran 
up to find the Principal Keever, but could 
not, and found his waiter instead. Coburn found 
Major Boyle, who took Hall-keeper John 8, 
Brown and Coburn end repaired to the outside 
entrance to the sewer. Coburn acted as assistant 
escort in bringing them again within the walls, and 
for this they swore vengeance upon him. The 
prisoner'who gave them away was never allowed 
loose inside the prison again. For some time he 
was kept shut up in a cell, his food being carried to 
him. For five months he worked as gardener, and 
the Warden at last secured a pardon for him. 
Doubtless the gang have often regretted that they 
did not burn him when they threatened. The oniy 
connection which Coburn had with the affairis that 
stated above. He expected to be pardoned out 
some time ago, but the efforts of his friends were 
unavailing. So confident were they of success, 
however, that asuit of citizen’s clothes was sent 
upforhim.

JOHN KELLY TRIES TO FEEL HAPPY—THE 
DISTRICT STATESMEN MAKE REPORTS— 
CANDIDATES SPOKEN OF FOR THE 
COUNTY TICKET.

peld a secret sessicn last evening, with John Kelly 
in the chair. The attendance was unusually large. 
It was said that seldom in the history of the organ- 
lzation had so many members of the committee 
gathered together, and that the hopes expressed 
‘or the success of the Tammany cause were never 
more earnest. The solemn visaged statesmen who 
crowded the sidewalk before the opening of the 
meeting might have been taken by a stranger for 


mourners at a funeral. When, after nearly four 
hours’ close confinement in the cave, the committee 
returned smilingly to the sidewalk there was some- 
thing like a jubilee among them. They expressed 
their astonishment that no ‘*‘kickers,” as men ob- 
jecting to the sway of Mr. Kelly would have 
been called, appeared in the meeting. The 
proceedings, it was _ said, had been _har- 
monious, and the opinion was expressed by 
the leaders that the organization was strong: 
er than before the Tammany delegation 
was hustled out of the State Convention in Albany. 
‘The reporters were informed that when the meet- 
ing was opened by Mr. Kelly he declared that it 
was his most earnest desire to hear from each 
member his views upon the present position of 
Tammany, and to listen to any suggestions that 
might be offered. The Assembly districts were 
called in their order, and the statesmen who were 
invited to unhosom themselves recited their usual 
stories about harmonyintheir district organiza- 
tions and their personal devotion to the “ time- 
honored institution.”” Among the number who 
felt especially called upon to define his position 
was the recently selected Fire Commissioner and 
ex-Alderman, Henry D. Purroy, of the annexed dis- 
trict.

TAMMANY’S ALLIES. 
HE IRVING HALL PEOPLE HOLD A MOCK 
CONVENTION. 

She “‘ Democratic Organization of the Coun- 
yw of New-York,” better known as the Irving Hall 
faction of the City Democracy, held a so-called 
County Convention in Irving Hall last night, under 
the leadership of Sheriff Peter Bowe and John Fox. 
Ji was generally understood among politicians 
that the Irving Hall people would wait

organization, and a committeo of five 
ob «resolutions was appointed, when the 
ronvention took a recess for 15 minutes.

A MILLIONAIRE’S PECULIARITIES. 
CONTESTING THE WILL OF THE LATE ALONZO 
Cc, YATES, OF SYRACUSE, 

The contested willof the late Alonzo C. 
Yates, the Syracuse millionaire, who built for him- 
self near that city the villa known as Renwick Cas- 
tle, and afterward divorced his wife, Annie, and 
married his cook, Agnes Hopkins, was again on 
trial before Surrogate Calvin yesterday. Mrs. 
Walter L. Yates, of Cleveland, Ohio, a refined and 
pleasant-faced lady, was the first witness for the 
contestants. She testified that her husband, to 
whom she has been married 25 years, was a brother 
of Alonzo, the other brothers being Joseph, who 
lives at Detroit, and Peter, who lived at Milwau- 
kee, but died a yearago. She had frequently seen 
evidences of irrationalism in her husband, as well as 
in the deceased, Alonzo, and the brothers, Joseph 
and Peter. Her husband, Walter, is now traveling 


in Europe for the benefit of his mental condition. 
He was subject for 15 years past to hallucinations 
or delusions, and has repeatedly rushed into her 
room when she was alone, exclaiming: ‘‘ How did 
that man get out of this room? He was here 
when I entered, and he didn’t go out by the door,” 
and then he would become frenzied and utter fren- 
zied exclamations until his attention was distracted. 
He would also often, while looking at tne fire, ex- 
claim: ‘‘ See those spirits coming out of the fire!” 
Frequently, too, at other times he would pass in- 
stantly from frenzied conditions into a state of un- 
controllable mirth and hilarity. At one time wit- 
ness took steps for his inearceration ina iunatio 
asylum, but his mind improved and she withdrew the 
proceeding. Joseph Yates was known to his ac- 
quaintances for 20 years past as ** Crazy Joe,”’ and 
was a very eccentric man. Peter Yates had a 
daughter Nellie, and they both visited witness at 
timesin Cleveland. On one occasion while they 
were all together at dinner Peter became yery 
much excited, and with volleys of oaths swore that 
Nellie had swallowed the Holy Ghost, and that he 
should at once take her away from ths house; and 
he did leave, and to his acquaintances afterward 
frequently stated the same reason for leaving. The 
witness had known Alonzo for 25 yearsand had 
seen much irrational conduct in him. He fre- 
quently on one day countermanded orders 
given by himself the day before; he 
was very egotistical, and often used to say 
pompousiy that there was no American but 
himself who owned a eastie. He also frequently 
signed his letters as ‘‘Don Alfonso” or ‘* Don 
Quixote.” After he had separated from his first 
wife, and while the second wife was ina lunatic 
asylum, about the year 1876, witness sometimes 
saw him walk the floor of his house and boastingly 


| say that he was living like a King or like a lord, 


with two wives, one in Brooklyn and one in an in- 
sane asylum, and he seemed to congratulate him- 
self upon heing such a lordly individual. He was 
living at “the castle’ at that time, and witness 


' was on a Visit there, and his remarks were ad- 


dressed to several persons who were in the room. 
Witness had not seen Mrs. Annie Yates, 
the first wife, for 13 years until two 
months ago, and had had no communication with 
her, but volunteered this testimony for her on 
hearing of this will and the contesting of it. An 
effort was made to show, on cross-examination, 
that the condition of the mind of witness’s hus- 
band was due to alcoholism and delirium tremens. 
She admitted that he had been a heavy drinker, 
but said he had never had delirlum tremens, and 


| that his mental deiusions seemed strongest when 
| he had not touched liquor foras much as six or 


seven months at a time. 

The witness testified on redirect examination 
that she waa at Renwick Castle when the second 
wife, Agnes, was there; Agnes was never at the cas- 
tle as aservant, but as the lady of the house; she 
was a servant at the residenee in James-street, 
Syracuse, and there witness and other persons had 
often noticed glances and other acts between 
Agnes and Alonzo, the meaning of which could 
not be misunderstood to any person who had their 
senses about them; that wasa frequent occurrence, 
too, in the presence of company. 


Mrs. Annie Yates was next recalled and testified 
that her husband would sometimes suddenly pack up | 


his things and have them removed into another part 


| of ‘the house, saying*»he would never come back to 


her again. After secluding himself for two or three | 


| days he would come to her room, sometimes inthe | presiding Judge Davis, in Supreme Court, Cham- 


| dead of the night, and, professing great sorrow, 


ask to be forgiven, and fortwo or three days there-

The injunction sought 


is intended to operate during the pendency of the 
suit brought by Messrs. William H. Webb, O. B. 
Potter, and N. C. Ely, property-owners, to test the 
constitutionality of the act passed by the Legisla- 
ture in June providing forthe removal of the re- 
servoir and the laying out of a park on its site. The 
plaintiffs allege that the act violates the eonstitu- 
tional declaration that a local act shall contain but 
one subject, which must be expressed in its title. 
During the argument yesterday it was asserted for 
the plaintiffs that the land on which the reservoir 
stands cannot be taken for a public park under the 
act for the reasons that sucha park will be for 
the use of the people of the State, and the act 
does not provide’for a compensation to the City. 
It was also argued that the removal of the reser- 
yoir would Impair the water franchise which the 
City has as an individual and not as a municipali- 
ty. and would, therefore, cause a violation of the 
obligation of contracts, and that the act violates the 
Constitution innot naming the sum whieh shell be 
raised by tax for the proposed changes. 
Affidavits were read on behaif of the plaintiffs de- 
claring that the reservoir {s needed as an aid to 
supplying the City with water, and that $150,000,- 
000 of insurance risks will be imperiled by its re- 
moval.

A time comes when the best people are con- 
tent rather than desirous to be older. The years 
cease to give, and begin to take away. One birth- 
day is remembered sorrowfully, for it has become 
the memento of aloss. Other birthdays multiply, 
They ramify into new birthdays. A time at last 


arrives when the birthday once celebrated with 
offerings, and plum cake, and pretty speeches, and 
little performances, and a holiday from lessous, 
passes unnoticed, at least unobserved. it is 4 
pity when it is so, yet sometimes it cannot bé 
otherwise. Now, all this is just our less happy 
state in comparison with the younger family of tha 
United States. We have no national birthdays; 
anniversaries, or centeuaries of any kind. Speak- 
ing generally, no child of any class, high or iow, 
from the child of the Duke to the child of the 
laborer, could name the day on which any great 
eventin our history occurred, even though duly 
crammed with ihe year. Such ignorance-is not a 
thing to be proud of, especially as it goes much 
further, and a very large part of the history oj 
our country {s a blank to most English minds. Wo 
can only carry so many centuries in our minds, 
and we have not room for tne later ones. Tha 
United States begin their reckoning where wo 
have left it off, and with them the eighteenth 
century still lives and breathes. Nor is this tha 
only account tobe given of the advantages tha 
Americans have over us. Parties have always 
raged furiously in this class-divided country. 
Politically, we have been a divided family, tha 
Americans a united one. With some minor excep- 
tiens they have ell been bonnd together by com- 
mon principles of equality and freedom, and by, 
the same glorious vision of a world-wide common- 
wealth. Every century, every year, brings them 
nearer that consummation. In our own country 
not a controversy could be named that would not 
rouse a controversy. As there were two opinions 
at the time, so would there be now.

The Hon. Epwr B. MoreGan, who died 
gesterday, was one of the original proprietors

passed the Psalmist’s limit of human life

Of public life and 
political activity he had his fair share, and 
pf the far-secing and large-minded munifi- 


rence which is the glory of the nobler class 


of our successful men he displayed more 


than most of his peers. His  benefac- 
tions to religious and educational purposes 
were on a scale of generosity only surpassed 
by donors whose names are househo'd 


pwords, and the area of his private helpful- 


ness was as extensive as it was well chosen. 
A. sincere Christian, an enlightened philan- 
thropist, and a lovable man, Epwin B. 
}ioRGAN will be remembered as one of the 
most estimable and useful of the representa- 


tive Aumericans of his day and generation. 
Thene has been a good deal of loose dis- 
cussion of late in regard to the relations ex- 
isting between the members of the Cabinet 
of President GARFIELD as bearing upon the 


probable future of that Cabinet had the 


President’s life been spared. As stated in 
the dispatch of a well-informed correspond- 
ent published’ to-day, all statements re- 
garding actual or potential causes of 
dissension in the Cabinet are _ abso- 
ln‘ely destitute. of foundation. The 
late President’s council was entirely 
harmonious, and there is no reason to sup- 
pose that, under ordinary circumstances, its 
cohesion would have been broken during the 
term for which he was elected. In the same 
connection the position of the Postmaster- 
General has been absurdly, if not malevo- 
‘Jently, misstated. Important as have been 
the results of Mr. James’s brief incumbency 
of his present office, it was an honor hard- 
ty to be desired by him on_ personal 
grounds, and to which only the known 
and proved fitness of his successor at the 
head of the New-York Post Office reconciled 
the business community of this City. But 
Mr. James accepted his place jn the Cab- 
inet with no reservation as to resigna- 
tion on the close of the fiscal year 
or at any other period short of the Presiden- 
tialterm. The succession of President Ar- 
rnouR has not, in any way, changed the 
\yelations of the Postmaster-General to the 
work which he undertook, though it is en- 
tirely within the discretion of the President 
to say when that work can properly be in- 
trusted to other hands. 
There is something mysterious about the 
heavy seizures of gunpowder recently made 
ga this City and vicinity. Two large lois 
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have been taken possession of by the Police, 
the custodians of the same being unable, or 
unwilling, to give any reasonable account of 
their doings. Various are the surmises con- 
cerning the probable destination of this 
warlike material The most natural 
guess is that Mr. O’Donovan Rossa has 
diverted a portion of his skirmishing 
fund into an explosive channel. Others 
suppose that the Cuban revolutionists (who 
have a queer way of reappearing at odd 
times) are getting ready for another grand 
rising There is really no adequate expla- 
nation of the mystery, but it is most likely 
that an evasion of the law regulating the 
handling and transportation of gunpowder 
is all that has been contemplated by the al- 
leged conspirators. 


Tammany Hall begins the work of nomi- 
nating its candidates for local offices to-day, 
and a very pretty sct they will be if the 
names mentioned at last night’s mect- 
ing are any indication of the prefer- 
ences of the ‘Boss.’ In hardly any 
case do the suggestions of the Dis- 
trict Committees rise above the level 
of worn-out political hacks whose unsavory 
reputation is almost as notable as their lack 
of any pretensions to ability. It will be no- 
ticed that the name of ex-Judge Car- 
pozo fitly closes the list as one of the 
suggested candidates for State Senator. 
Tammany professes to be confident 
of victory probably because it can go lower 
for its c.ndidates and enlist the support of 
a lower classof voters than any of its op- 
ponents. It is not at all improbable that the 
County Democracy may take more pains 
to free itself from the suspicion of 
being ultra-respectable than it will 
to make nominations in harmony with the 
elevated standard of party methods which it 
claims to represent. In any case, some ex- 
tra care on the part of Republican nominating 
conventions would be very well bestowed, 
and a little extra watchfulness on the part 
of the public might be attended with excel- 
lent results all round. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT 
SENATE. 
The election of Mr. Davip Davis, of Tlli- 
nois, to replace Mr. Bayarp, of Delaware, 
as temporary President of the Senate, will 
generally be accepted by the Republican 
Party asa sensible escape from what bade 
fair to become an embarrassing situation. 
Mr. Davis is not a Republican in any 
partisan sense. He is not a_ great 
statesman, and, undoubtedly, Republicans 
would have much preferred to 
a man of different stamp occupy the 
place to which he has been chosen. Nor is 
the position of Mr. Davis himself one which 
to a man of delicate honor would seem in all 
respests agreeable. He is credited with the 
opinion that the Republicans were logically 
and fairly entitled to the Presidency of the 
Senate. He plainly so far held that view 


that he did nothing to prevent the ousting of 


Mr. Bayarp after that gentleman had 


been elected. But, on the other hand, he 
manifested no willingness to vote for a 
Republican for the position which he himself 
promptly accepted. There was nothing un- 


derhanded in the transactions, but, taken as 


a whole, we cannot imagine that Mr. Fes- 


SENDEN or Judge COLLAMER or CHARLES 
SuMNER would have engaged in it; but 
then it must be admitted that it would not 


be easy to name a Senator of to-day who 


quite maintains the lofty standard of these 


gentlemen. Their pure and noble concep- 


tion of the dignity of a Senator is rather 
traditional than a tradition in the body 
which they once adorned. 


Given the Senate as it is, however, the 


promotion of Senator Davis to the succes- 


sion to the Presidency was one of those acts 


of wise political expediency for which the 
English-speaking races are singularly noted. 
It was highly necessary that a possible suc- 


cessor to Mr. ARTHUR should be duly in- 


stalled, and from the Republican stand-point 


it was incomparably better that Mr. Davis 
should be selected than Mr. Bararp. He 
is not so able a man, and he has much 
less of the statesman in his mental char- 


acteristics; but he is a safer, and, we 


believe, a better, man to stand in the line of 


succession. 
to seem to deny certain very valuable quali- 
ties to the Senator from Delaware. He isa 
man of long experience in public life; his 


reputation is free from any shadow of taint; 


he is well grounded in the principles of 


representative institutions, and we regard 
him as a sincere and even ardent patriot. 
He is an acute reasoner and an eloquent ad- 
vocate and a brilliant politician; but he 


is also a devoted and often narrow par- 


tisan, with a touch of fanaticism and a 


deep vein of sophistry in his mental opera- 
tions. As a possible President; which is 
what he was until yesterday afternoon, he 
was not a satisfactory object of study. He 


has often shown that he was in entire sym- 


pathy with some of the most reactionary 
tendencies of his party, and he has shown 
still more often, and much too often, 
that he was incapable of resisting mis- 
chievous party purposes, even though 
he disapproved of them. We can 
imagine many ® worse Democratic 
President, but we are quite confident that, 
in that ‘office, he would have managed to 
realize enough of the evils to be apprehend- 
ed from a Democratic Administration ‘to 
make his retirement acceptable to Republi- 
cans. There is a touch of the pathetic in 
the reflection that, while his career has con- 
vinced Republicans that he is far too com- 
plete a Democrat to be intrusted with the 
Presidency, his frequent but barren demon- 
strations of independence have so affected his 
own party that during the last two days he 
has probably been nearer the Presidential 
office than he will ever be again. 

The superiority of Mr. Davis over Mr. 
BaYarp is that, while he is not a Republi- 
can, as we said, he is not a Democrat, nor 
is this a merely partisan consideration. That 
is to say, the advantage of having Mr. Davis 
in the chair of the Senate is not that, if he 
should become President, he would not give 
all the offices to the Democrats. That is a 
matter to which the better and, we think, 
the larger part of the Republican Party are, 
on the whole, much more indifferent than 
they are supposed to be. The advantage in 
his case is that he would not countenance, 
and would certainly not promote, any de- 
parture from the spirit of the national 
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We should be very unwilling | 


policy which the Republican Party has fol- 
lowed since the war. It is quite conceiva- 
ble that if Mr. Davis should ever assume 
the duties of chief Executive he would give 
a good many offices to Democrats; but he 
would be likely to make a very fair selec- 
tion of his appointees, and he would never 
think of wrenching the machinery of the 
Governnient for the party advancement of 
what is now the opposition. This fact 
would be a very valuable safeguard 
against some of the ills which we have 
anticipated from a Democratic Administra- 
tion. We regard Mr. Davis’s election as a 
wise act on this account, and on account 
of his known sympathy with the more im- 
portant purposes of the Republican Party. 
It was undoubtedly an expedient, a pis aller, 
if we may say so. But one of the crowning 
qualifications of the American people for 
self-government is the capacity which their 
parties have frequently shown to make 
the best of a difficult situation. Polli- 
ticians of a Latin race would have 
adhered with great tenacity to a position 
which was logically unassailable until they 
might have lost every advantage for which 
the position was assumed. Nothing. would 
be easier than to prove beyond question that 
a party which had only last Fall elected its 
candidate for President, and which. possessed 
a majority in the popu'ar branch of Con- 
gress, was entitled to have one of its own 
leaders in the post whose incumbent might 
within the Presidential term become Presi- 
dent. The Presidency was decreed by the 
country to the Republicans,and they ought,in 
fairness, to have the office in any contingency. 
But if the Republican Senators had insisted 
on this doctrine, their persistency could 
have had no possible result but to keep an 
extreme, and, with all respect to Mr. Bay- 
ARD, We may say a dangerous, Democrat in 
the position to which the Republicans were 
entitled. Their inflexible consistency would 
probably have afforded them, under such 
circumstances, very: slight congdlation. 
Mr. Davis, on taking the chair 
yesterday, announced that he did not 
regard his election as imposing upon 
nim any partisan obligations. Other- 
wise he would not have accented the office. 
He is quite right in this view. He was 
chosen precisely for this reason—to replace a 
gentleman who, with all his estimabie qual- 
ities, acknowledges and meets partisan ob- 
ligations of the extremest sort, and to a 
party which Republicans regard with pro- 
found distrust. The change having been 
effected, and the Republican control of , the 
committees having been also secured, there 
is every reason to look for a very brief ses- 
sion of the Senate. y 





THE CASTING OUT OF TAMMANY. 


Right-minded citizens can only regard 
with satisfaction the action of the Demo- 
cratic convention of this State in rejecting 
the delegates of Tammany Hall and admit- 
ting those of the new popular organiza- 
tion known as the County Democracy. 


The address in which the Tammany pro- 


test is made declares that this organiza- 


tion was ‘‘ formed without authority from 
any responsible body.’’ But whatever it 
may become hereafter, it was the product of 
an effort of the best part of the Democracy 


of this City to form an organization that 


should be representative of the voters of the 


party. It was not authorized in advance by 
any State Convention or State Committee, 
if thatis what is meant by ‘‘ responsible 


body,”* but the mass of voters is presumably 


the source of party authority, and the new 


organization has now been accepted by the 
only ‘‘responsible body’”’ that has any power 
to pass upon its legitimacy.

| the State Convention had to choose between 
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the representation of the voters and the rep- 
resentation of a secret society in which au- 


thority and action notoriously proceed from 


the inner councils and are controlled by a 
clique of individuals, 

All citizens of whatever party are inter- 
ested in the success of political reorganiza- 
tion which takes the control out ot the 


hands of ‘‘ bosses”’ and managers and restores 
it to the mass of voters, But because Tam- 


many was rejected at Albany it does not 
follow that its power is utterly gone. The 
tone of the address which it has put forth 
shows that it cares little for the success of 
the Democratic Party in the State 
unless its own leaders can share in 
the substantial fruits of its triumph. 
It arraigns the controlling men of the party; 
and in effect the party itself in the State, in 
a tone of the bitterest hostility. No one 
could infer from the language of this docu- 
ment that Tammany was interested in any- 
thing but the defeat of the party whose ac- 
tion was taken in the convention of Tues- 
day and Wednesday. But Tammany’s chief 
reason for existing is not to represent 
the Democrats of this City in State Con- 
vetitions or to be recognized as the regular 
organization in general politics. Its main 
object has been to control Municipal affairs 
and revel in the patronage and employments 
of the City Government, and therein it has 
done its worst mischief. It is well that it 
has been defeated at Albany, but it is still 
more important thas it should be defeated 
in this City. It claims to control three- 
fourths of the Democratic votes of the City, 
but the committee which drew up the 
address was perhaps forgetful of what that 
control has rested upon in the past. When 
|. Tammany possesses the public offices 
of the City, and has power over the 
patronage and the employments of the 
Municipal Government, it has a control 
over votes which it cannot exercise when 
shorn of that power. Corruption and 
self-interest were, the source of politi- 
cal allegiance to its authority. Keep 
it from the offices and it will lose its voters, 
Doubtless Mr. Keuiy and his associates 


calculate on making combinations by which 


they may retain and increase their power in 
the Municipal Government. Their aim is 


to regain their lost prestige at the City Hall. 


Decent Democrats were concerned in the 
casting of Tammany out of the State organ- 
ization of their party, and ail respectable citi- 
zens are glad of their success. Now these 
same respectable citizens of all parties 
have a common interest in the com- 
plete ousting of Tammany and all its 
works from any power or control in the ad- 
ministration of City affairs. Success in this 
direction may make its discomfittre com- 
plete. No dealing or bargaining with it on 
on the part of the Republican organiza- 
tion should be tolerated. No doubt Tam- 
many will care far more for the defeat 
of the County Democracy than for that of 
the Republican Party of the City, and will 
be ready for any trade by which it may 
promote its revenge or its sordid inter- 
ests. There will be three forces contending 
for the mastery in local affairs any two of 
which by combining could carry the day, 
but there should be no combining with 
Tammany. If any combination is made it 
should be to crush that association as com- 
pletely in local politics as it has been de- 
molished in State politics. But the Repub- 
lican Party hasga vantage ground now 
which it should firmly hold. This it can do 
by making nominations that will be recog- 
nized as eminently ‘‘ fit to be made’ and 
will command the confidence of all classes 
of citizens. The danger to its interests lies 
in the present character of its organization 
and of the men who manage it. If they 
show ,a disposition to juggle with the 
interests of the City and dicker with 
Tammany, the only resource will be a gen- 
uine citizens’ movement which shall ignore 
all halls and political organizations in the 
endeavor to secure good government. if 
the County Democracy or the Republican 
organization cannot beat Tammany out of 
all share in Municipal administration, the 
citizens can. The occasion should be taken 
to cast Tammany completely into outer 
dark ness. 


ARREST OF PARNELL. 


There is nothing in the dispatches received 
from England, concerning the arrest of Mr. 
PARNELL, Which adequately explains the 
course of the British Government in this 
matter. It is said that PARNELL’s speech at 
Wexford, last Sunday, affords a technical 
ground for the arrest; but even this state- 
ment shows that the step had been decided 
upon, and that the faintest shadow of anex- 
cuse would be sufficient for its execution. 
The Wexford speech was an answer to Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s address at Leeds; and, al- 
though PARNELL took occasion to deride the 
Premier, and to cover him with abuse and 
obloquy, there was really very little in 
that speech which even the most timid person 
could construe as verging on sedition. Par- 
NELL’sS unfriendliness to the Land act has 


led him to denounce it in unsparing terms. 
In effect, he has counseled non-conformity 


with the law, and he has urged that no real 


relief to Ireland can come through the Land 


act of 1881, as it now stands. Beyond this, 
it may be truly said, ParNnreLu has not 
gone. But this is not sedition; and his ar- 


rest, under the circumstances, must be re- 


garded by every impartial man as an extraor- 
dinary proceeding.

neys, Schwabs, and other madmen and 
chariatans are permitted to rave on unmo- 
Iested. So long as they commit no overt 
act against existing laws, they are not dis- 


turbed. During the war of the rebellion, 


when the whole country was ina state of 


siege, men were arrested for uttering words 
calculated to incite rebellion. Under the 
reign of constitutional law, such arrests 
are impossible in the United States. It 


does not appear that Parnenn has in- 


cited rebellion, or that anything that he 
has said or done is designed to stir up sedi- 
tion or incite treason. The Land act has 
not been resisted in its operations, and it 
cannot be said that PArNeEwtL has lifted his 


hand against it. Yet, in anticipation of 


what he might have intended to say at the 
Kildare Convention, and in anticipation of 
what the Irish people might do, in conse- 
quence of his speeches, he was arrested and 
lodged in jail. 

If it has become necessary to make arrests 
in arbitrary fashion, lreland might as well 
be declared under military law. But Ire- 
land is an integral part of the British Em- 
pire, is governed by constitutional methods, 
and is supposed to be at péace, although 
disturbed by deeds of violence which 
should bring their perpetratcrs into 
the clutches of the civil law. Par- 
NELL cannot be reckoned as an 
incendiary. He is a calm, cold-blooded 
man, a land-owner, and associated with land- 
owners, and his purposes centre about the 
idea of Irish independence rather than 
around any plan to secure permanent bene- 
fits for the Irish landless working class, and 
the Irish population employed in agriculture. 
To arrest a man like this, as if in dread of 
what he may say, must prove a grave biun- 
der. The step has been taken and it is im- 
possible that PARNELL shall be otherwise 
than a martyr. 

Nor can the idea of Irish nationality, 
pressed never so vigorously by PARNELL and 
his associates, be made to appear sedition. 
In a recent paper by Earl Dersy, printed 
in the Nineteenth Century, the writer says, 
on this point: ‘‘The Union created by an 
Act of Parliament may be repealed by one. 
To speak, to vote, to agitate for Repeal, are 
acts strictly within constitutional right.’’ 
And it may be added that, al- 
though the idea of nationality and 
uitimate separation underlies ail of the 
thought of Irish agitators of the Parnell 
stamp, even this lawful desire has not been 
brought to the surface. Doubtless, agitation 


is 
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against laws, enacted in the British Par- 
liament may be used as means to an 
end, and the ultimate object in view 
may be Irish independence. But candid 
and impartial men will fail to see 
sedition or disaffection in the agitation or in 
the angry speeches of the agitators. It 
must be admitted, however, that this view 
of the situation in Ireland makes the state 
of things appear hopeless. It is tolerably 
clear that the malcontents have resolved 
never to be satisfied with anything short of 
a virtual separation of the two islands. 
In the paper above referred to, Earl Densy 
says that ‘‘ whatever else Government and 
the Parliament have done, they have satis- 
fied every reasonable man in England and 
Scotland that the utmost limits of just and 
reasonable concession to Irish demands have 
been reached.’? And yet, Irish demands 
are by no means satisfied. It was fore- 
ordained that Mr. Parnety and his asso- 
ciates should object. to the Land act, what- 
ever shape it might finally take. But their 
objections, couched in language however 
fiery and vituperative, are not treason. Ire- 
land is supposed to be governed by statu- 
tory law. The Coercion acts are virtually 
suspended. Yet, as in a tremor of appre- 
hension, the Government arrests a speech- 
maker and claps him into jail. 


THE LOSS OF THE TEUTON. 

The loss of the steam-ship Teuton has led 
to the discovery of a hitherto unsuspected 
danger attending the modern method of 
ship-building. The TZeutom was an iron 
steam-ship, fitted with water-tight bulk- 
heads. She ran on a sunken rock and 
knocked two holes in her hull, by means of 
which two of her compartments were filled 
with water. She was backed off from the 
tock without much difficulty, and the Cap- 
tain, supposing that she was in no danger so 
long as only two of her compartments were 
leaking, gave the order to steam at full 
speed toward the nearest land. Suddenly 
the buikheads gave way, the water poured 
into all parts of the ship, and she went 
down before any efficient measures toward 
launching the boats and saving the people 
could be taken. 

When the system of building ships in 
water-tight compartments was introduced. 
it was believed that no vessel so constructed 
would be in danger of sinking unless almost 
her whole bottom should be torn out. Ex- 
perience has not justified this belief. There 
have been many instances of vessels which 
have been safely brought into port after hav- 
ing been in collision with other vessels or 
with ice, and had enormous holes made in 
their bows. On the other hand, a stil 
greater number of vessels have suddenly 
sunk after sustaining comparatively slight 
injuries in only one or two compartments. 
These disasters have always been explained 
by finding fault with the water-tight bulk- 
heads. It has been said either that the doors 
leading from one compartment into another 
were carelessly left open, or that the bulk- 


heads proved unexpectedly weak, and gave 


way at the critical moment. People have 
wondered why bulkhead doors have been so 
often left open, and why buikheads have 
been built without sufficient strength; but 
they have not lost their faith in the bulkhead 


system. The loss of the Zeuton has, how- 


ever, been explained in a way perfectly con- 
sistent with the theory that her bulkheads 
were properly built, and that fully explains 
the loss of so many other ships 
same way.

The old proverb says that a small leak will 
sink a great ship. In the case of our mod- 
ern iron ships it seems that the smaller the 
leak the more danger there is to the ship. 
When the Zeuton, with one of her water- 
tight compartments filled with water 
which had entered through a com- 
paratively small hole, steamed ahead 
at full speed, a tremendous pressure was 


brought to bear against the Water im- 
prisoned in her compartment. That com- 


partment was virtually transformed into a 


hydraulic press, The pressure of the sea— 
a pressure greatly increased by the speed at 
which the ship was moving—against 
hole in her bottom was multiplied 


water-tight compartment precisely as the 


pressure on the column of water in 


the small ‘chamber 
press is multiplied in the larger 
chamber. The bulkhead may have been 
as strong as the sides of the ship itself, and 
may have been perfectly capable of enduring 


as much pressure as the sides of a ship 


endure, but when one of her compartments 
was turned into a hydraulic press, no bulk- 
head that was ever built could have resisted 
the enormous pressure to which it was sub- 
jected. Of course it gave way, and there 


can be no doubt that in scores of other 


instances water-tight bulkheads have given 
way precisely in the same way and from the 
same cause. No matter how strorg bulk- 
heads may have been made they could not 
have been expected to endure a pressure 
that in many cases must have been equal to 
thousands of pounds to the square inch. 
The water-ticht compartments in which so 
much confidence has _been placed have 
simply been so many hydraulic presses set in 
action to wrench out the bulkheads. The 
curious feature of this form of marine ac- 
cident is the fact that it is a small leak and 
not a large one which is most to be dreaded. 
Had the ZYeuion knocked a hole in each of 
her two damaged compartments as large as 
that which the famous iceberg made in the 
Arizona’s bow, she would probably have 
carried her people safely to the shore, for 
in that case the pressure exerted by the 
water in her compartments would have been 
little greater than the pressure of the sea on 
the outside of her hull. Paradoxical as it 
may seem, the Zeuton might have been saved 
could her Captain have instantly and greatly 
enlarged the holes made in her by the rock 
on which she had touched.

Of course such a remedy can never 
be adopted, but the safety of iron ves- 
sels can be greatly increased by pro- 
viding an outlet in every compartment for 
the water which may enter it in case of 
accident. Whether this outlet should be a 
pipe, ready for service at all times, or a valve 
opening outward when subjected to a cer- 
tain amount of pressure, isa mere question 
of detail. lf the theory by which the loss 
of the Jevton is explained is a true theory— 
and there seems to be no reason to doubt 
that it is—water-tight compartments will 
deserve no confidence unless they are so con- 
structed that the pressure on the bulkheads 


can never be greater than they can bear, 
or, in other words, unless the possibility 


that they may be suddenly transformed into 
hydraulic presses be reduced to nothing.

Skeptical persons who have looked at those 
ugly gapsin the East River bridge, and who have 
declared “that the bridge never would be fin- 
ished,’ may find, by reference to another por- 
tion of this paper, that there is at last some 
chance of completing this structure, if not this 
year, at least in 1882. It will be seen that 1,000 
tons more of what is called ‘suspension super- 
structure” will be required, and that for this addi- 
tion the price will be not less than 83-10 cents per 
pound; whereas, in 1879, the cost of the material 
contracted for, and so far delivered, was at 
435-100 cents per pound. The first question which 
arises is, “* Why is more iron required?” and this 
must be replied to in this way. Either an error of 
calculation arose on the part of Mr. RoEgLrne, or 
the weicht of the superstructure has been increased. 
It was at first estimated that the amount of iron 
used for this superstructure, to be furnished by 
the Edgemoor Iron Company, would be fully cov- 
ered by 5,000 tons, but to finish the bridge it is 
found out that 6,000 tons in all will be required. 
In a series of queries put yesterday by Mr. R. B. 
RooseEVELt he asked on whose authority it was that 
weightler material was used, and the necessity for 
such, increase of metal. Engineers’ calculations 
adjust themselves to a nicety, even in such a huge 
construction as this bridge, and though it is not 
probable that the limits of strength in the wire 
cables are in the least taxed, nevertheless, the low- 
ering of the bridge beyond the prescribed distance 
the law allows might happen and so interfere with 
vessels. As to the additional cost, it can hardly be 
helped. It is certain that the augmentation in 
price of crude material and labor has been 
notable during the last two years, and that, 
there being no other company than the Edge- 
moor having the plant ready, the Bridge Trustees 
could not have contracted for their material any- 
where else cheaper. Even as itis, it is by no means 
certain that the Edgemoor Iron Company will make 
any money out of the whole contract, and may be 
fortunate if they do not meet witha loss. Whether 
ornot the Edgemoor iron Company is to be held 
blameless for not having kept up to their con- 
tract-so far is father difficult to decide. What 
they did agree to was to deliver a certain 
quantity of material, a fair sample of their work, 
for the bridge, on or before the 1st of December, 
1879. In the tenth section of the agreement the 
Bridge Trustees had the right to notify the Edzge- 
moor Iron Company of their desire to take the 
whole iron at any time before May 1, 1880, and this 
was accordingly done. But the Edgemoor Iron 
Company seem to have not been very muchina 
hurry, for in November, 1880, only 23,910 pounds, 
and in December of the same year 139,527 more, 
were delivered. This year some _ 5,f00,000 
pounds lave been received, and 244,770 
pounds shortly expected, leaving, how- 
ever, not less than 3,957,227 pounds yet to be de- 
livered on the contract of 5,000 tons. If, as al- 
leged by the Edgemoor Iron Company, that heavier 
iron destroyed the character of the contract, there 
may be some reason for complaint on their part, 
and some excuse for the non-fulfillment of their 
contract. Still, if the iron manufacturers had made 
a bad bargain in furnishing iron at too low a 
figure, it is quite possible that had the interests of 
the bridge been like those of a private individnal 
the material would have been furnished as per 
contract.

The work of rendering large libraries avail- 


able to students and of indexing miscellaneous and 
contemporary literature has been greatly forward- 
ed since Sir ANTHONY Pantzz1 began in 1841 tne 
preparation of a catalogue of the books in the 
British Museum. and Mr. W. F. PooLte some ten 
years later published the first edition of his ** Index 


to Periodical Literature.” Mr, Justry Wunsor, 
while in charge of the Boston Publio Library, did 
much to awaken an interest in cataloguing and in- 
dexing, and was most ably seconded by Mr. 
Cuartes A. CrutTrer, the Librarian of the Boston 
Athenzum. Mr. Wrvnsor has not lessened his 
labors in this direction since he has been the Libra- 
rian at Harvard. Infact, Mr. Wrysor, Mr. CutrTsr, 
Mr. Poor, and perhaps two orthree others have 
carried on this work in the United States 
pari passe with its advance in England 
under the direction of the Index Society, which 
has lately issued its third report, and with the 
liberal assistance of Mr. Epwarp B. Trtor, the 
archwologist; Prof. Srantey Jzvons, Mr. Roserr 
Harnison, of the London Library, and Mr. Grorezs 
W. Porrer, of the British Museum. The librarians 
in both countries are working as never before to 
make the contents of books accessible to the 
literary public. The Index Society in England, 
which grew ontof the conference of librarians in 
London in 1877, and over which at this moment 
Minister Lowe tr presides, has stimulated this 
work, and since 1878 has issued two or more 
volumes each year, the latest being the index to 
TREVELYAN'S ‘‘ Life and Letters of Lord Macaulay,” 
and a guide to the literature of botany. This 
society is doing work which is rarely met with in 
library catalogues. For instance, it shortly promises 
an index to engraved portraits, and has in hand 
an index of obituary notices for 1880, to be fol- 
lowed annually by similar issues. In this work the 
librarians of both countries have their respective 
shares, Mr. Cutter and his staff of indexers taking 
the American part of the publication. Indexing is 
now generally conceded to be the foremost work to 
be done in making literary treasuresavailable. The 
Librarian of Congress, Mr. Sporrorp, has done an 
important work in his index to all Government pub- 
lications, which fs understood to be well in hand. 
Mr. AtBERT Orpway has done something toward 
an index to the Journals of Congress. Dr. Brttr- 
ines has tried his hand with notable success on 
the library in the Surgeon- General's office at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Nancm Caren, of Boston, has made 
indexes, originally for his own use, of the earlier 
issues of Congressional publications. While Amer- 
ican bibliographers have helped out the English In- 
dex Society, English librarians have lent a gener- 
ous hand in the preparation of Mr. Poorr’s great 
* Index to Periodicals,” the preparation of which, 
for the press, according tothe Boston Advertiser, 
is gging on as rapidly as possible. It is understood 
to be ready now as far as the letter M, and is ex- 
pected to go into the hands of the printer at the 
end of the year. It will take another year to carry 
it throngh the press, and its 1,200 royal octavo 
pages will not probably see the light until 1863, 
which will be seven years since the Philadelphia 
Conference of Librarians appointed Messrs. Wrixs- 
tour Onemean and Poole to organize and carry

OBITUARY. 


THE HON. EDWIN BARBER MORGAN 


Tne Hon. Edwin Barber Morgan, widely, 
known as an enterprising and successful business 
man and as a public spirited citizen and philan- 
thropist, died at his home in Aurora, Cayug 
County, this State, at 7 e’clock yesterday morn« 
ing. His death was not altogether unexpected, 
as he had been ailing for some time. Ha 
had been very low for several days befora 
his death, and stimulants were administered ta 
him in vain. Although his debility decreased rapid- 
ly, he remained conscious to the last. His funeral 
will take place from his late residence on Monday 
next at 2 P. M. 

Mr. Morgan was born at Aurora on May 2, 1804, 
and was consequently in the seventy-sixth year of 
his age. He was the eldest of six sons. His grand. 
father, Christopher Morgan, a substantial farmer 
living near Groton, Conn., whose house {s ret ocenu- 
pied by his descendants, was married to Deborah 
Ledyard, a sister of the Col. Ledyard who was ig 
command of Fort Griswold when that strong. 
hold was attacked and captured by the traitor 
Benedict Arnold. The father of Edwin B. was 
also named Christopher. He was a teacher in 
early life and before the opening of this century 
emigrated to the lake country as clerk of the 
Cayuga Bridge Company, then engaged in building 
that long bridge. In 1800 he went into mercantile 
business at Aurora. The business then estab. 
lished has since been continued by his sons 
In 1805 he married Naney Barber, daughter of 
John Barber, of Groton, and a former pupil 
of his. Edwin began his business career at the 
early age of 13, when he was employed as aclerk in 
his father’s store. Hz succeeded to the business at 
21, andsubsequently, with his brothers, engaged 
largely in merchandizing, boat-building, and buy« 
ing and shipping wool, grain, and pork.) In 1829 ha 
married Chariotte F. Wood, the daughter of Judga 
Walter Wood, who died Dec. 18, 1879. Of this unior 
two children survive, Mr. Henry A. Morgan and 
Mrs. N. L. Zabriskie. 

In 1850, Mr. Morgan was nominated for Congresg 
but failed of election by 14 votes. Two years later, 
however, he was successful, and he was re-elected 
twice, the last time in 1856 by 9,000 majority. While 
in Congress he was a member of the Commit- 
tee on Public Buildings and Grounds. He took 
part in the long contest for the election 
of Banks, of Massachusetts, as Speaker of the 
House, and, together with the Hon. Ambrose 8 
Murray, of Goshen, N. Y., rescued Charles Sum- 
ner from the murderous attack of Preston Brooks, 
on the floor of the Senate Chamber. His Congrea- 
sional career was marked by a conscientious and 
patriotic discharge of duty. 

During the war of the rebellion Mr. Morgan dis 
tinguished himself by the munificent and discrim- 
inating aid which he gave in assisting the raising 
and equiping of Union troops. He was a member 
of the Military District Committee, and de- 
voted not only money but his time and 
great personal exertions toward helping the 
cause of freedom. lis example and efforts 
wero 2 stimulus to zeal, and by gifts 
and bounties as well as by personal influence he 
aided very materially in having this State well 
represented in the field. Nota regiment left tha 
central part of the State whose Colonel did not re 
ceive $1,000 from Mr. Morgan. To the vol 
unteers from his own, town who enlisted 
in the company of Capt. Charles Cy 
Dwight, of the Seventy-fifth Regiment, he gave a 


bounty of $2 per month duringtservice. He visited 


the soldiers in eamp, and used his means withord 
stint in vroviding for their welfare. Nor did he 
forget the helpless ones who remained, but he was 
most kind and charitable to the families of the 
soldiers, for whom he showed his sympathy in 


many practical ways. And when the end came to 
many a brave soldier of the place, be was not will- 


ing that their patriotic efforts should go without 


acknowledgment. To commemorate the deeds of 
37 of their number, he caused to be erected in the 
Presbrterian Church at Aurora a bronze tablet, de- 
signed by Sturgiss, which is dedivated **In memory 
of the soldiers of Ledyard who died in battle oy 
hospital during the war for the Union, A. D. 181~ 
A. D. 1865, that their Fatherland might live.” 

His business energy and enterprise were wonder 
fal. Besides his extensive business at Aurora, h¢ 
engaged in many other ventures, and did well Ha 


was one of the founders and the first President of 
Wells, Fargo & Conipany’s Express, and was one 


of the originators of the United States 


Express Company. Tie was also an activa 


executive officer in several banks and 
large manufacturing establishments. Togethes 
with\his brothers, he owned and developed tha 
first gypsum beds at Grand Rapids, Mich., and wag 
instrumental in having the capital of that Stata 


placed at Lansing. Ho was also identified as a 
principal stockholder with Taz New-Yorx Tr 


sinee the foundation of this journal, in which ha 
ever manifested the deepest interest. ' 

Mr. Morgan’s contributions to the cause of relf< 
gion and for educational purposes form one of tha 
brightest chapters in the history of his eventful 
life. By his benefactions he supported for 


many years the Cayuga Lake Academy al 


Aurora, to which he afterward made a gift of 
$10,000. He was a Trustee of the State Agricul- 
tural College at Ovid, of the People’s College at 
Havanna, and of the Corneil University. He wag 
& member of the Executive Board of the last- 
named institution, and contributed largely ta 


the cost of Prof. Hartt’s Brazilian expeditions,: 


To the Presbyterian church at Aurora ha 
gave $1,000 to the lecture-room, $6,000 toward the 
parsonage, and $15,000 toward the church endow-' 
ment. To the village cemetery he gave $1,000. He 
was one of the first Trustees of the State 
Inebriate Asylum at Binghamton. Together 
with William E. Dodge, each contributing one-half, 
he erected the Dodge-Morgan Library Building 


of the Auburn Theological Seminary. The edifice, 
which has room for holding 60,000 volumes, cost 
$40,000. Subsequently, Mr. Morgan, in memory of 
his deceased son, gave $75,000 toward the dormitory 
building of the institution, since called ** Morgan 
Hall” He was one of the charter Trustees of Wells 
Collegs at Aurora, and afterward President 
of its Board of Trustees. To this institution’ 


he not only gave his personal supervision for many} 
years, but upward of a quarter of a wil- 
lion of dollars in gifts His wife gava 
to the college the new “Morgan MHall.”* 
Besides these various gifts, his benefactions ta 
worthy persons and institutions were almosf 
innumerable. He helped many a young man ta 
acquire an education and to startin business. Ha 
never oppressed a man for a debt, and in several 
instances allowed the interest on securities to aw 
cumulate over and above the value of the prom 
erty pledged rather than disturb deserv« 
ing. though unfortunate, debtors. He nog 
only gave largely to worthy objects, buf 

in his giving he exercised a discrimination that is

“not invest in some worthy charities? I have 

found in them the best investments.” 

In politics Mr. Morgan was a consistent Republi 
can. He was too ardent a lover of liberty to beir 
sympathy with the slave-holding oligarchy of th¢ 
South, and early in the struggie for freedom and 
human rights he took a firm stand against the syx 
tem of humanbondage. Every agency for bring!ng 
to the attention of the people of this country th¢ 
true nature of the dlot on the national eseutcheon 
was liberally aided by him. And among his private 
papers to-day there is doubtless a receipt for the 
$10,000 contributed by him and some Congrassfona} 
associates for assisting in circulating Hinton Row 
an Helper’s memorable work on “The Impending 
Crisis.” Other documents devoted to showing thae\

wrong and the sinfulness of slavery he also aided 
in circulating. 

Personally, Mr. Morgan was manly, honorable, 
and loveable. No breath of scandal tarnished the 
fair fame of his useful and weil-spent life. His 
friends were jegion and their friendship was 
lasting. Few, even among \those most prominent 
in the walks of life, leave more sincere and 
grief-stricken mourners to lament thelr departure. 
His neighbors and those who knew him best and 
were most intimate with him are most grieved. 
He was the possessor of boundless energy, 
Indomitable perseverence and pinck, but 
he was no less the possessor of a large 
peert, a kindly disposition, a charitable 
bert, and a sympathy that responded to every call 
of human sorrow and suffering. To say of him

JENNIE CRAMER'S DEATH. 


DR. PLINY A. JEWETT’S TESTIMONY ON THE 
EFFECTS OF ARSENIC. 

New-HAveEn, Oct. 13.—The defense has de- 
cided not to put either of the Malley boys on the 
stand, although Walter Malley is desirous of telling 
astory in hisown vindication. Dr. Pliny A. Jewett, 
who testified as an expert in the Hayden trial, waa 
examined on arsenical poisoning. He gave the 
usual appearance of a body when death 
had resulted from arsenic. He was asked 
whether, if a person had died from an over-dose of 
arsenic, he would expect to find the stomach with- 
out inflammation. ‘Ordinarily not,” he said; 


“if the stomach be full of food or ftiuid the sub- 
stance does not come in contact with the mucous 
membrane until a portion of it is absorbed. In 
arsenieal poisoning there would be more blood in 
the blood-vessels of the heart, and it would be ofa 
darker than the natural hue. There would be more 
blood in the right ventricie of the heart 
than in the left, and there would be 
more or less congestion of the lungs if the 
patient lived long enough; they would pre- 
sent a congested rather than a healthy appearance. 
Jn arsenical poisoning the large proportion is gen- 
erally found in the liver; the next largest in the 
kidneys, next in the spleen, the heart, the lungs, 
and the brain; after these, in the muscles and 
bones, : the order mentioned. All depends upon 
the rapidity with which it is absorbed. Absorption 
takes place in from three to four hours, and has 
taken place in one and a half hours. This would 
all be out of the system in from 12 to 15 days.” 

Dr. Jewett said that the computation made by 
the papers, based upon the quantity found by Prof. 
Chittenden, was erroneous in its grand total. 
When an unusually large percentage of arsenic 
was found in some of the organs of a body which 
the poison should reach last, he would ordinarily 
expect to find inflammation of the stomach. Ifa 
body contained a larger percentage of arsenic in 
the brain and those organs it reaches last, and 
there should be no arsenic found in the stomach 
and no inflammation of that organ, he would 
think it indicated small doses. It was about 
as dangerous for an arsenic eater to stop eat- 
ing it as for a_ beginner to commence. 
Finding a small quantity in the stomach would not 
indicate that the person had been a habitual user 
of the poison. Dr. Jewett said that from what ne 
knew of Jennie Cramer's case he thought it quite 
as likely that she died from suffocation as from 
poison. Nothingin Prof. Chittenden’s analysis in- 
dicated that Jennie Cramer was, an arsenic eater. 
It was possible that she was. There would be no 
difference in the distribution of arsenic throughout

Q.—Taking the supposed case of a person having 
fallen from the elevation spoken of, and a body 
being found with sand jn the gullet and windpipe, 
would you think death was caused hv arsenic? 
A.—Taking your supposed case, I would not say 
positively that death occurred from taking arsenic, 
but was quite as likely to have been caused by auf- 
focation or drowning. A 

Q.—Even though an examination was made of 
the body internally, and three grains of arsenic 
were found in an estimated portion of the re- 
mains, would it be safe to say that death resulted 
from arsenical poisoning? A.—It would not be 
vxafe tosay that death resulted from that cause. 
I don’t think you could come to a definite coa- 
clusion.

DETECTIVES EXCHANGING SHOTS. 


AN AFFRAY IN NEW-ORLEANS—ONK MAN

Devereaux 
stated last night before the board that the ill- 
feeling between himself and Mike Hennessy 
was owing to the fact that he had once 
arrested Hennessy on a charge of robbery. on 
which charge Hennessy had barely escaped con- 
viction by anolle prosequi. Devereaux’s friends 
claim that this statement led Hennessy to attack 
Devereaux to-day. 

The shooting occurred abont noon, and be- 
gan in the office of J. W. Fairfax, near 
Gravier and St. Charles streets. Devereaux was 
standing in the office when Hennessy approached 
Devereaux retured the 
fire, and had reached the door when, it is alleged, 
he was shot at from behind by Dave Hennessy.

Dave Hennessy was 
arrested and locked up, charged with shooting 
Devereaux.

GERMANVISITORS HONORED

RECEPTION TO THE DESCENDANTS 
O# BARON VON STiUBEN. 
THEIR ARRIVAL ON THE STEAMER HERDER 
YESTERDAY MORNING—THE RECEPTION 
IN THE BAY—PROCESSION AND FORMAL 
GREETINGS IN THE EVENING. 

The distinguished German officers, descen- 
dants of Baron Steuben, arrived in this City yester- 
day morning. There are seven in the party. The 
chief officer {s Col. Arndt von Steuben, of the 
Seventy-ninth Regiment. . He is a fine-looking, 
well-preserved gentleman, about 56 years old. His 
father was acousin of Baron von Steuben. Col. 
von Steuben received his promotion for bravery in 
the battle of Vionville, Aug. 16, 1870. He wears the 
dark blue uniform of an officer in the Prussian 
Army, and seven glittering medals adorn his left 
breast. Capt. Richard von Steuben, a cousin of the 
Coloneland next in age and rank, is the Ober- 
forster, or the commander of the civil force which 
guards the Emperor’s forests. He is about 40 years 
old. His uniform is of dark green cloth, trimmed 
with gold braid. His brother, Capt. Fritz von 
Steuben, ismuch younger and next inrank. He 
wears the uniform of an officer in the Imperial 
Guard. Capt. Eugene von Steuben, who is 
also. a cousin of the Colonel, has a com- 
mand in the Ninety-eighth Infantry. There 
are three Lieutenants wearing similar uniforms 
—the full dress of the Prussian Army. They 
are the sons of Col. von Steuben—Lieut. Cuno von 
Steuben, of the Thirty-ninth Infantry; Lieut. 
Berndt von Steuben, of the Twenty-second Infan- 
try, and Lieut. Anton yon Steuben, who is in his 


father’s regiments The Baron von Schloszer, the 
German Minister to Rome, also accompanied the 
arty. 

Pathe representatives of the several reception 
committees left the stone pier at the Battery for 
the steamer Herder, at 6:30 o’clock, on board the 
revenue cutter W. E. Chandler. The party com- 
prised Gen. Francis Adams, American Minister to 
Bolivia; Mr. Walker S. Biaine, Assistant Secretary 
of State, and G. Creighton Webb, representing 
the United States Government; Messrs. John 
Austin Stevens, John A, King, and Frederick W. 
Seward, representing this State, and Messrs, Os- 
wald Ottendorfer and William Meyer, of the 
Citizens’ Committee. They were joined at the 
steamer by Messrs. Jesse Seligman. Louis Kuhne, 
Charles Hauselt, Col. F. E. Unbekant, Gen. Yon 
Sehaack, and Consul-General Schumacher, who 
came on a special boat. The party met 
the Herder at 7 o’clock. The distinguished 
foreigners ascended to the upper. deck, 
where they were formally introduced to the 
gentlemen comprising the several committees. 
The entire party then embarked on the revenue 
cutter, and were taken tothe United States steamer 
Kearsarge. A salute of 15 guns was fired from the 
Kearsarge as the cutter approached. When the 
party boarded the Kearsarge, the guard of marines 
stood at “prerent arms.’’ Acknowledging the 
salute, Col. von Steuben desired the Lieutenant to 
“relieve the guard,” and the party passed on to 
the quarter-deck, where the foreigners were intro- 
duced to the officers of the ship. The guns of 
Castle William, on Governor’s Island, thundered a 
salute as the Kearsarge passed, and from the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard came another salute of 15 
guns. The party next descended to the cabin and 
drank a friendly toast. Mr. John A. King, speak- 
ing the French Janguage, welcomed the distin- 
guished German officers to the United States. Col. 
von Steuben, in reply, said: 

‘“‘Whenthe United States Government sent an 
invitation to the descendants of Gen. Steuben to 
visit America, not only did those invited feel spe- 
clally honored, but the whole German Army and 
the entire German people felt complimented. The 
Emperor immediately sent us leave of absence, 
without waiting for an intimation from us that we 
desired to accept your courtesy, ‘The Emperor 
charged us on leaving to express for him his deep 
interest in the American Government, which I 
shall do to-morrow at Washington. As to myself 
and relatives, we thank you for your cordial invi- 
tation and for your hearty weicome.” 

The guests and the committees next touched 
glasses, in German style, and soon afterward the 
Kearsarge came to anchor. The revenue cutter 
again steamed alongside and transferred the party 
to the stone pier at the Battery. Here they were 
taken in carriages and driven to the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel. Breakfast was served to the party at noon, 
after which a drive was taken through Central Park. 
Returning to the hotel the distinguished Germans 
were visited by several prominent citizens, among 
whom were Mr. Benjamin H. Field, Mc. Worcester 
Weeks, and Mr. Thurlow Weed. Col. von Steuben 
was introduced to Mr. Weed by Mr. King, who 
spoke inthe French language and acted as inter- 
preter for Mr. Weed. Col. von Steuben asked Mr. 
Weed if he remembered the Baron, Mr. Weed re- 
plied that he did not, although he was well ac- 
quainted with Lafayette. The old gentleman sat 
down onasofa by the Colonel and chatted for 
some time on the historical events of the past, Mr. 
King acting as interpreter. At 6 o'clock the party 
sat down to dinner. 

The scene in front of Turn Hall on Fourth-street 
later in the evening, while the troops and societies 
which were to march in the procession were assem- 
bling, was avery stirring one. All the streets in 
the vicinity, Bowery, Second-avenue, and Fifth- 
street, were filled with struggling assem- 
blages. It was almost impossible to get 
to the hall from another part of the City. 
Gen. George Von Schack was the Grand Marshal 
of the procession. The bodies marching were the 
Eleventh and Fifth Regiments, N. G. 8. N. Y., with 
regimental bands, Battery B, First Division, and 
with them. in the First Division, veterans bearing 
torches. The Second Division was composed of 
Post Koltes, Grand Army of the Republic; the 
New-York Schuetzen Corps DeKalb and Union 
army veterans of the late war; the Landwehr Com- 
pany, and a corps of sharpshooters. The Third 
Division was made up of private societies, the 
Turnverein, the Krieger-Ausgang, the Schiller- 
bund, the Mozart Verein, and others, with their 
respective bands of music, and the Turn Cadets. 
All of the civilian societies and the veterans earried 
torches. The First Division was commanded by 
Col. F. Unbekant, Division Marshal, the Second 
Division by Capt. Heury Kloeber, and the Third 
Division by Major Wilhe!m Barthmann. The line 
of march designated was up Third-avenue to Four- 
teenth-street, up Fourteenth-street to Union- 
square, up Fourth-avenve to Twenty-third-street, 
across Twenty-third-street to Madison-avenue, fol- 
lowing the latter thoroughfare to Twenty-seventh- 
street, through which Fifth-avenue would 
be reached, and down Fifth-avenue to Sev- 
enteenth-street, and thence to the scene of 
the reception on Union-square, opposite the 
Everett House. A little after the appointed hour 
the signal to start was given, and the vast body of 
men began to move. It was with difficuity that a 
way was cleared for them on their march through 
the eastern part of the City, the crowd on ali sides 
pressing forward toward the ranks. Everywhere 
along the line of march numbers of people filled 
the sidewalks. A multitude witnessed the proces- 
sion from the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, Madison-square, 
and the adjoining pavements. When the line reacbed 
its destination at Union-square, it filed by divisions 
before the platform where the distinguished 
guests and the committee were assembled, and 
the troops presented arms,the other bodies mak- 
ing use of the usual form of salute with the paim 
ot the hand. As each division passed it fell back, 
allowing the next body to passin review. The 
different corps were massed finally the one before 
the other in compact orderand the singing socie- 
tios allowed an opportunity to serenade the 
strangers. 

No one could witness the reception and attend- 
ant ceremonies that were held in honor of the 
distinguished visitors and not feel the inspiration 
ofthe scene and athrill of patriotic enthusiasm. 
There were addresses of welcome in the parlor of 
the Everett House. addresses and replies by the 
guests, and the plazza, thronged with thousands 
of people, resounded with echoes of martial{music, 
the tramp of soldiery, and was filled with the 
smoke and glare of hundreds of torches. When 
the guests of the City reached the Everett House 
they found a iarge assembly gathered to greet 
them. Sixt Carl Kaptf, Chairman of the 
Committee of Arrangements, delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome in the German tongue on 
behalf of the German Militia, societies, and citizens 
generally, and in the courseof his remarks read a 
letter from ex-Gov. Horatio Seymour regretting his 
inability to be present and expressing the hope that 
the Von Steubens would be able to visit the Mo- 
hawk Valley and witness the present prosperity of 
the descendants of those Germans who made their 
homes on the frontier 150 years ago, and who took 
such a noble part in the country’s struggle for free- 
dom. At the close of the reading Mayor Grace 
formally welcomed tbe visitors and referred in ap- 
propriate terms to the services of their ancestors. 
He recailed the fact that Baron Steuben was 
given 16,000 acres, now Steuben Town- 
ship, in Oneida County, in recognition of his 
Revolutionary services, and referred to his 
having originated the idea of the Military Academy 
at West Point, his part ia the founding of Hamilton 
College and the German Society of the City of New- 
York. The Mayor was followed by Alderman 
Strack, who aah vier the resolutions passed by 
the Board of Aldermen, and then the Hon. Carl 
Schurz, on behalf of the guests, and at their request, 
expressed to the company their heartfelt thanks for 
the very generous welcome they had received, and 
which in warmth and extent surpassed any- 
thing they had anticipated would be in 
store for them. The guests, Mr. Schurz 
remarked, wished to say that they came 
to participate in the centennial to show the sympa- 
thy forthe United States which was in the heart 
of every German citizen, and to extend in their 
own name and that of their imperial Government 
feelings of perfect amity and good-will. Algernon 
8. Sullivan closed the speech-making in the hotel 
with an appropriate address. The assembly then 
marched to the plaza of the Square, the guests be- 
ing greeted with continued cheering. They seemed 
to enjoy the spectavle of the parade, and waved 
their hats in acknowledgment of the salutes of 
the soldiers. For the tattered battle-flags 
carried by the Grand Army veterans they 
showed a particuiarly Warm appreciation, and 
lifted their hats and stood uncovered as the stand- 
ards were proudly carried by. When the proces- 
sion had at length passed, the German singing so- 
cieties, flanked by at least 6,000 people, gathered 
en masse beneath the platform of the plaza, and to 
the strains of the full band sang with stirring ef- 
_fect ** The Watch on the Rhine,” in which the as- 
sembly joined. This was followed by the “ Mar- 
seilaise Hymn”: as a compliment to the French 
visitors, and the chorus was also sung by the 
crowd generally. Lastly came “ Hail Columbia” 
and ‘‘ Yankee Doodle,’ which stirred the throng 
to the greatest enthusiasm. Cheer after cheer 
rent the air, hats were waved, and a thousand 
voices joined in the inspiring words of tne 
yRational air, making the square ecko, When the 
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patriotic outourst at length subsided, in response 
to the calls of the peopié, Col. ven Steuben deliv- 
ered to them an address in the German language, 
expressing his hearty thanks for the honor done 
himself and associates. He closed by proposing 
**three cheers for the American peopie.”? There 
came a response that astonished even the most en- 
thusia&tic by its unanimity and heartiness. Other 
speeches were made by Mayor Grace and Daniel E. 
Sickles. Among the distinguished people on the 
plaza curing the scene were Consul-General Schu- 
macher, of the German Government; Judge Don- 
ohue, the Hon. Carl Schurz and wife, Gen. Adams, 
Surrogate Calvin, Register Docharty, Police Com- 
missioner Matthews, Walker Blaine, of the State 
Department; Col. Unbekant, Kurd Schloezer, ex- 
Gov. Saloman, J. Austin Stevens, Frederick Kuhne, 
Creighton Webb, and ex-Judge Horace Russell.

MEN AT WORKIN THE RUINS 


——_.-———— 
‘MR. MORRELL’S SAFE FOUND UNX- 
DER A MASS OF RUBBISH. 
ANY VALUABLE ARTICLES RECKLESSLY DE- 

STROYED EY TEE WORKMEN—SINGU- 

LAR DISCOVERIES IN THE SEARCH FOR 

THE SAFE—THE VAULTS BELIEVED TO 

BE SECURE. 

Although nearly four days have elapsed 
since the breaking out of the fire in the Fourth-ave- 
nue horse railroad stables, there is still considera- 
ble fire in the ruins of this structure 
and in those of Morrell’s storage warehouse, 
pn the opposite side of Thirty-second-street. 
A large number of carpenters were at work yes- 
terday relaying the floor and erecting partitions in 
the portion of the stables formerly occupied as a 
hospital, which was least injured by the fire. A 
small army of workmen is engaged in pushing 
forward the work on the temporary wooden 
stables “being erected on the vacant lot 
bounded by Thirty-thira and Thirty-fourth streets 
on the south and north, respectively, Lex- 
Ington-avenue on the east and the tunnel 
on the west. These will be ready for occupancy 
next week, Superintendent Bonney puis the num- 


ber of horses lost at 300. The number of cars 


burned he has found to be 27. A gang of men was 
Bt work yesterday in the centre of the Morrell 
warehouse, at what had been No. 106 West Thirty- 
Fecond-street. They were engaged in a search for 
the private safe ot Mr. Morrell, and found it 
buried seven feet below the surface of the mass of 
fuins. The safe lay on one side, with the huge 
coors facing to the east, and 10 hours of hard labor 
{by a half-dozen sturdy fellows was necessary be- 
fore it. was discovered that the safe had in all 
probability withstood the force of the flames and 
the fall upon it of the mass of brick and material 
from the five upper stories of the building. Imme- 
diateiy over the safe lay hundreds of volumes from 
rome depositor’s valuable library. bound in vellum 
or tick parchment, many of these being printed 
In Latin andin the old-fashioned text used in 
puch yolumes two centuries ago. Several of 
these yolumes have dates running _ back 
to the last half of the seventeenth or 
the early part of the eighteenth century. As a 
rule, they were burned but little, and the principal 
Damage to them was by water. The people who 
were looking for the safe had no reverence for 
these literary treasures, however, and they were 
thrown up by the shovelful or handful with the 
mass of brick and other rubbish, no attempt being 
made to save them. Hundreds of choice engray- 
ings, large photographs of scenes in European 
countries and in Egypt, were torn and destroyed in 
like manner, when a little care exercised might have 
she them, but littie damaged, for their owners. 

ich bronzes, some of them uninjured by the fall 
‘at the fire, antique armor, old weapens that had 
Cone service in the time of the Crusaders, silver- 
ware, brasses and various articles of virtu were 
turned out by the workmen and thrown aside in 
the mass of rubbish. One workman brought up 
with his shovel a huge mass of silver, which was 
thrown aside by him as of no value, It was all that 
remained of somebody's collection of silverware, 
‘Yet where the fire had, in the opinion of the fire- 
men been the hottest, there was brought to light, 
covered on all sides with a mass of bea-clothing 
and table linen, a number of pieces of silver table- 
ware, ladles, knives, forks, and spoons which were 
as good as when stored in the building, except that 
they was slightly discolored by the smoke. 

There were many singular discoveries in the 
search for the safe. Two very delicate wine-classes 
of Bohemian ware, handsomely engraved, but thin- 
ner than an egg-shell, and the equally thin decan- 
ter that had formed a part of the set were found 
buried in the mass, and not even scratched or 
broken inthe least. Equally fragile china, seem- 
ingly too delicate to be handled without breaking, 
Jay unbroken until it was struck by the 
picks or shovels of the workmen. Even 
When some valuable bit of china or 
glass ware tnat had in _ the fali_ es- 
caped destruction was brought to light, no effort 
§vas made to save it, the workmen seeing no value, 
Bpparently. in anything but the safe they were 
searching for. A Japanese glove-box of the most 
delicate workmanship was found packed amonga 
mass of brick, wholly uninjured, until one of the 
workmen threw it up into the mass of rubbish 
taken from the excavation, and then, of course, it 
was destroyed. To one who had goods stored in 
the building, or who had any idea of the value of 
these articles, their destruction seemed ruthless 
aod uncalled for. There were scattered about in 
the ruins packing-boxes and trunks, intact, that 
were considerably charred, however, whose con- 
tents were probably only damaged by water, but 
none of these were removed and no attempt made 
to save the contents. 

By poking about under the rubbish Mr. Morrell’s 
men reached, during the afternoon, the heavy 
jron doors leading to the safe deposit vaults, and, 
bo far as could be ascertained from the external 
pxamination, these were all right. No attempt will 
be made to get into the vaults before Saturday or 
Monday, at which time the doors will be foreed 
after the rubbish about them has been removed 
sufficiently to enable parties renting sections in the 
vault to enter and remove their securities. 

Mr. Morrell takes exceptions to the strictures of 
Chief Bates and others regarding the construction 
of his warehouse, which, he says, was one of the 
most substantial and best built warehouses in the 
world. He says he bas never claimed that it was 
fire-proof, and if he had suchaelaim would have 
been a manifest absurdity to any one who went 
junto the building and saw the wooden flooring ard 

artitions separating the private storage-rooms. 

here were double iron doors in each passageway 
connecting the rooms on each story, however, 
with some two feet of air space between the doors, 
these being intended as barriers against fire. Iron 
shutters were provided on the east side and the 
rear, though there were none on the Thirty-sec- 
ond-street side, none being provided, Mr. Morrell 
Bays, because insurance inspectors and representa- 
tives of the Fire Department had told him it was 
unnecessary to do so. The walls were 24 inches 
thick on the lower stories, 20 in the middle, and 16 
atthe top. He says the complaints of the inse- 

urity of the east wall, because the bricks fell 
easily and had but little mortar clinging to 
them, are not well founded, the reason for this 
being that the Wall wasa new one and had been 
Standing but about a year, and was, therefore, 
not thoroughly seasoned. He says he shall rebuild 
ms quickly as possible, on the same plan virtually, 
mud says insurance men have informed him that if 
he does so they will insure him atthe same low 
rates as heretofore, having perfect confidence ina 
building erected in such a manner to withstand 
anything but such an uncommon attack by fire as 
tnat of Monday night. 

After working until 12:30 o'clock fast night work- 
men abandoned their attempt to raise the safe 
from the ruins of Morrell’s warehouse, the 
Gerrick which ha been erected for the 
purpose not being deemed to be sufli- 
rientivy strong to sustain the nearly seven tons’ 
weight of the safe. So thoroughly heated, too, 
was the ron that the workmen could not handle it 
without considerable discomfort, and it will not 
be removed from the ruins until this morning.

KENKOWSKI TELLS HIS STORY. 


THH ALLEGED MURDERER OF MINA MUL- 


LER ON THE WITNESS STAND. 

Excepting 20 minutes that were consumed in 
the opening of the case for the defense by Asso- 
ciate Briglieb, Martin Kenkowski, who is charged 
with the murder of Mina Muller in the Guttenberg 
woods, was on the witness stand at the Court- 
house in Jersey City, N. J., all day yesterday, and 
when the court adjourned, at 5 o’clock in the 
evening, his direct examination, conducted by ex- 
Judge Hoffman, had not been concluded. 
He gave his testimony with the coolest 
possible deliberation. His answers to all 
questions were ready and intelligent, and his bear- 
ing on the stand was favorable tohim. But, then, 
he was questioned by a friendly counselor, and 
there was nothing, of course, in the nature or the 
manner of the inquiries put to him to excite him. 
The test of his temper will be applied during the 
severe cross-examination to which he will donbt- 


less be subjected. He began by saying that his full 
name is Martin Kenkowski, and that he is 33 
eg of age. Then he went on to tell how 
16 had formed the acquaintance of Mina Muller. 
His movements from the time immediately pre- 
ceding Mrs. Muller’s removal from the house on 
Second-avenue to the time when her trunks and 
bedding were stored for a day or two in Scherer’s 
Hotel were substantially, according to his testi- 
mony, as the State witnesses had described them. 
His testimony as to what occurred at Scherer’s 
Hotel when they met there just before they started 
on the visit to Union Hillis important as explain- 
ing a very strong circumstance against him. All of 
the State’s witnesses who met Mrs. Muller at Scher- 
er’sand age ppd in Guttenberg testify to having 
seen Mrs, Muller wearing a watch. A watch, which 
is proved to have been the property of Mrs. Muller, 
was found in Kenkowski’s possession at the time of 
his arrest—or, to be exact, with a pawnbroker, 
with whom he had left it for repairs. Kenkowski 
accounts for the possession of the watch by the 
narration of an incident that occurred at Scherer’s. 
He arrived at Scherer’s a little in advance of her on 
the morning of May 3. 

‘*When she came.” he continued, “she had two 
glasses of heerinthe saloon. The bar-keeper and 
myself drank with her. She asked permission to 
go up stairs to change her clothes. She went up; 
I went with her, and Mrs. Scherer was up stairs at 
the time; she changed her dress; J was in the room 
adjoining the bedroom; Mrs. Scherer was not in 
the room with me; after Mrs. Muller changed her 
dress we three were in the one room; Mrs. Muller 
came out of the room and went to the mirror and 
fixed herself; then I wanted to give her the watch 
I haa got from Luthy, a watch-maker, a day ortwo 
before: the crystal was broken; she said I should 
keep the watch, and I placed it in my pocket-book; 
Isaid the watch-maker could not repair the watch; 
she said that made no difference, as she had one 
that did go; she asked me why I didn’t leave the 
watch at the watch-maker’s, and I told her that he 
said he would move and I asked for the watch; 
then we came down stairs; she went down alone; 

irs, Scherer remained up stairs; we were down 
stairs ancther quarter of an hour.” His claim is 
that the watch that Mrs. Muller did not take on 
that occasion—which he put in his pocket-book—is 
the one which was found at his disposal when he 
was arrested. 

Practically as the State’s witnesses have told the 
story of his rambles over the North Hudson 
Heights, of their visit to Dominie Mabon’s, of their 
marriage there, and of their subsequent stoppage 
at Mrs. Finck’s for refreshment, Kenkowski retold 
it yesterday. He says that they started out to find 
a Protestant clergyman. Ex-Judge Hoffman rec- 
ollected that both were Catholics,and he asked 
Kenkowski why they had sought a man not of their 
faith to unite them in the holiest of bonds. 

** Because,” the prisoner replied, ‘‘she said she 
rk want to break the marriage vows; neither 

id I.” 

“How would that prevent you from breaking 
your yows,” pursued the ex-Judge. 

“Because I am a Catholic,’’ was the response. 
“*She said it would not break the vows if we went 
to a Protestant parson.”’ 

His point of divergence from the testimony of 
the State’s witnesses was atthe place where he 
parted company from Mera Muller. The State 
Says it was in the woods where the mangled corpse 
was found; but he says it was at a cross-road just 
beyond Finck’s. 

§2" From the parson’s,” he said, “‘ we walked along 
about two blocks, till we came to a cross-roads.

I walked 20 steps further on; she staid back 
with the two.

THE ELEVATED ROADS. 
—_--—>- 
NEW DEAL BETWEEN THB COMPANIES 
AGREED UPON. 

Wall-street was convinced yesterday that 
the close of the elevated railroad war is at hand. 
Manhattan opened at 33, jumped to 40, and closed 
at 45. A vigorous attempt to bear the stock failed, 
full faith being placed in Tuz Tmxs’s report of the 
secret meeting on Tuesday afternoon in Mr. Jay 
Gould's private office, Further than this, however, 
the ‘Street’? seemed to know little of a positive 
character regarding Manhattan. It was not known 
that the results of the conference in Mr. Jay Gould's 


office were already developing. lt was not known 
that Mr. Cyrus W. Field and Mr. Jay Gould were 
again in close consultation, meeting this time fora 
formal discussion of plans, the main matter of a 
settlement having progressed to a point where 
details were virtually all that remained for 
consideration, Mr. Field and Mr. Gould did not 
meet alone. As arranged at the conference on 
Wednesday, the meeting yesterday was one in 
which the three companies should have represen- 
tatives in addition to their respective Presidents. 
Special sessions of the directories of the three com- 
panies were held early yesterday morning, and the 
Boards of Directors appointed each a committee 
to take part in the proposed conference. The 
committees appointed were: 

For the Manhatian—President Gallaway, José F. De 
Navarro, and Gen, Horace Porter. 

For the New York—President Cyrus W, Field, John 
H. Hali, and Mr. Bishop. 

For the Metropolitan—President Russell Sage, Samuel 
Sloan, and S. F, Kneeland. 

Atilo’clock the gentlemen sauntered into Del- 
monico’s Broadway establishment and were shown 
into private quarters, and were soon joined by Mr. 
Jay Gould. Lunch was served the party, and for 
a long time an earnest discussion was maintained, 
but no decision was reached, adjournment being 
taken till to-day in orderto give each committee 
an opportunity to confer further with its Board of 
Directors. A prominent broker, having full knowl- 
edge of the work accomplished, said to a TEs re- 
porter subsequent to the close of the conference 
that one of the most important results of the meet- 
ing was the establishment of the fact that 
Mr. Field and Mr. Gould were in full harmony. 
“These consultations will probably end to-mor- 
row,” he continued, **the matters of difference 
now existing being of small consequence.

“The terms of the settlement are as follows: All 
claims held by the New-York Company and the 
Metropolitan Company against the Manhattan 
shall be canceled forthwith, a full release being 
executed. In return for this the Manhattan will 
not enforce payment for the $13,000,000 of stock 
received by the lessor companies. Having thus 
squared ali past accounts, it is proposed thata 
new start shall be had, the Manhattan to continue 
as manager of the roads as heretofore, operating, 
however, under a modified lease, by the terms of 
which the earnings of the roads shall be appor- 
tioned among the three, with a preference given 
the New-York to the extent of 6 percent. After 
the interest on the bonds of both roads has been 
paid the Metropolitan and Manhattan are io be en- 
titled tod per cent. each, any surplus to be dis- 
tributed prorata. Mr. Field indorses this propo- 
sition. The only opposition, as I have explained, 
comes from one member of the committee. He 
is a Metropolitan man, and a large holder 
in that company.

A NEW CHURCH ON FIRE. 

The unfinished structure intended for the 
new Church of St. Francis Xavier in West Six- 
teenth-street, between,Fifth and Sixth avenues, 
had a narrow escape from destruction by fire yes- 
terday. The building immediately adjoins the old 
ehuren and extends through the entire block. It 
is a magnificent structure, and when completed 


will be one of the finest churches in the United 
States, Inthe rear of the church building is a 


three-story brown-stone dwelling, No. 63 West 
Fifteenth-street, which is owned by the church, 


and was partially demolished to make room forthe 
eud of the church building containing the chaacel 
and main altar. About half the building in depth 
was cut off, and the rest was utilized as a carpen- 
ter’s shop by the men employed in the erection of 
the church. The rear wall of the church abuts on 
the remains of the old dwelling, and there are 
several openings connecting the two buildings. in 
the basement of the old building isan engine and 
boiler room, where a pumping engine ig 
situated, Early yesterday morning the engi- 
neer in charge started the fire under the 
boiler and then went out. The flue from the fur- 
nace runs horizontally aiong the basement until it 
enters the old flue of the dwelling-house. The 
overheating of this flue, which runs within a few 
inches of the beams, is supposed to have set fire to 
the unprotected wood-work in the old building. 
The flames were discovered in the basement at 
6:45 A. M. by one of the workmen, who raised an 
alarm. The Fire Department were quickly sum- 
moned, but by the time they arrived the flames 
had spread from the basement to the roof of the 
dismantled building and threatened the destruc- 
tion of the church edifice. After two hours’ hard 
labor the firemen controlled the flames before they 
had done much damage. ‘The old building was 
pretty well gutted, but the only damage tothe 
church was the destruction of tke handsome 
stucco-work and two pictures above the altar. 
The loss by fire and water will not exceed $6,000, 
which is fully covered by imsurance.

THE NEW PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 


BIDS FOR ITS CONSTRUCTION IN EXCESS OF 
THE APPROPRIATION, 

There is considerable discussion and some 
difference of opinion among the members of the 
Produce Exchange relative to the plan that shall 
be finally adopted for the new Exchange building 
to be erected by that body, and a meeting of the 
Board of Managers has been called to consider the 
subject, which will be brought up in the form of a 
report rendered by the Building Committee. It 
has been generally understood among the 
uninitiated that the plan submitted to 
the committee some time ago by Mir. George RB, 
Post had been practically decided upon, but this 
impression appears to have been prematurely 
formed, the question being still an open one with 
the Board of Managers, whose sanction is neces- 
sary before any plan is finally adopted. This plan 
has been on exhibition forthe inspection of the 
members for some time, aud provides fora struc- 
ture of most imposing proportions—the extreme 
height abovethe street level being 125 feet, and 
the front elevation one that for grandeur and 
elegance will constitute a landmark on Broadway. 
The situation,” said Mr. Forrest H, Parker, Pres- 
ident of the Exchange, last evening, “is one of the 
most eligible on Broadway for a magnificent struc- 
ture.” Facing Bowling Green, visible from the 
Bay, and having afront on Broadway of 307 feet. 
the opportunity is one so brilliant that a majority 
of the members are scarcely inclined to let the ex- 
penditure of a few thousands more or less than the 
sum appropriated stand in the way of realizing it 
to the fullest practicable extent. The amount 
originally appropriatea by the board when it was 
decided to rebuild was $950,000; but it was expect- 
ed that this would be somewhat exceeded, and 
thatthe ultimate cost would be around million, 
and possibly a few thousands more. Mr. Post’s 
ylans have been highly approved by those who 
nave examined them, but when the bids for their 
execution came to be opened by the Building Com- 
mittee it was found that the lowest estimates large- 
iy. exceeded the appropriation. Mr. Parker de- 
clined to give the exact figures. He intimated, 
however, that they did not fall very far short of 
twice the sum set apart as a building fund, Al- 
though prepared for an excess of $50,000 or even 
$100,000, the Building Committee did not feel at 
liberty to acceptany of the proposals laid before 
them, or to commit themselves to an expenditure 
so far in excess of the original figures. The matter 
was accordingly referred to the Board of Mana- 
gers. who will meet at 10 o’clock A. M. on Mon- 
day to hear the report of the committee respecting 
the bids submitted to them, and to discuss the 
question whether the = of Mr. Post shall be 
adopted without modification and the additional 
expenditure incurred, or whether it shall be modi- 
fied to meet the emergency. The organization, Mr. 
Parker says, can well afford to double the appro- 
priation if necessary, but whether the majority 
will take that view of the case can hardly be pre- 
dicted in advance of a full discussion. Mr. Parker 
declined to explain how it happened that a pian 
whose execution would so far exceed the $950,000 
appropriated was provisionally adopted by the 
committee, and added that be might have some- 
thing more to say after their report had been con- 
sidered on Monday.

EUSSIAN HEBREW EXILES.

Committees in other 
cities undertaking to receive and care fora num- 
ber of immigrants will not be expected to remit 
funds to New-York. They will be charged with 
the duty of expending what they raise in local 
work.
